PURPOSE OF CORPORATION: It will be the business of this Cor- 
poration to extract from fat pine woods—stumps, knots, etc., pine prod- 
ucts—turpentine, rosin and pine oil. This extraction is accomplished 
by means of distillation known as the solvent process, 


This is a process which has been worked out successfully. The tur- 
pentine produced is of excellent quality and a very splendid grade of 
pine oil, and rosin is obtained. 


THE OLD METHOD: The old method of securing pine products was 
Ly cupping the trees and at certain intervals gathering the dripping 
from the cups attached to the trees. This method required prompt at- 
tention and abundance of labor, and necessarily was accomplished only 
by loss of a great deal of raw material. Besides this, the number of 
trees suitable for cupping in order that the drippings might be had, 
have been growing constantly less as the pine forests have been in- 
vaded by lumbermen and saw mill operators—and consequently with 
the decrease of the number of available trees and the crude fashion in 
which this raw product was collected the supply of pine products 
naturally has not been able to cope with the demand. 


STRICTLY A SOUTHERN INDUSTRY: Attention is cailed to the fact 
that the distillation of turpentine and its by-products is strictly an indus- 
try confined primarily to the pine belt region of the South. This Company 
will use a system of distillation known as the solvent process in the 
manufacture of these products, and it is of interest to know that by 
the use of this process the manufacturer or distiller uses pine woods 
which have heretofore been classed as waste woods. Old fat pine 
stumps and fallen timbers which heretofore have been considered as 
waste woods are now utilized for consumption in the distillation of pine 
products. This, you may realize, means a tremendous saving, and the 
advent of the solvent process handled on a large scale will revolutionize 
the pine products industry. 


LOCATION OF LANDS SUITABLE FOR PLANT: We have inspect- 
ed most of the large cut over tracts of land in the Gulf Coast Country. 
There are few very desirable locations available for the erection of 
“lightwood” distillation plants. The following are essential: 


First: Large acreage which must cruise seven cords or more of 
“lightwood” per acre. 
Second: The entire tract should be intersected by railroad. 

The “lightwood” of certain localities in central and western Florida 
is richer in oils than that of any other section. This is due to climatic 
and soil conditions. More than two hundred thousand acres can be 
acquired which will cruise, according to our estimate, better than seven 
cords per acre. This should be sufficient “lightwood” to supply for more 
than 30 years four plants with a daily capacity of thirty cords each. 


AVAILABLE TREE SUPPLY AT AN END: Experts on the turpen- 
tine and rosin industry estimate that the available tree supply of raw 
material for pine products is less than seven years. This refers to the 
old way of tapping and chipping the pine trees. 


In that the supply by way of tapping trees was growing constantly 
less, and while the demand was increasing it has been found necessary 
to resort to another means of supply—the manufacturing of turpentine 
and rosin by the solvent process. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS: Climatic conditions of central and west- 
ern Florida are unsurpassed. The winters are never severely cold, 
while the summers are not unbearably hot. The gulf coast breeze passes 
directly in line with this location, and on account of the splendid 
climate a plant may operate the year round, 


LABOR: The labor situation in itself, which is in many respects sim- 
ilar to that which is prevalent throughout the country, will from now 
on cease to be in an aggravated condition—due to peace. While 
labor is high, and will probably continue to be higher than the pre- 
war wage, we shall not be handicapped in this respect for the reason 
that the use of the solvent process in the distillation of piae products 
eliminates the necessity of a great deal of Jabor 





USES OF PINE PRODUCTS: Turpentine is used today for a wide 
range of purposes. General industrial consumers and paint and varnish 
makers use large quantities. Railroads, implement manufacturers and 
a considerable number of automobile manufacturers draw their spec- 
ifications so they will include delivery of steam distilled turpentine. 
Many enterprises could not exist and manufacture their various prod- 
ucts were it not for turpentine and its by-products. 


Rosh, a by-product of turpentine, is used extensively in the manu- 
facture of cheap soap. Its use is most essential in the manufacture 
of paper suitable for printing and writing. It is necessary for the 
manufacture of linoleum, medium grade oil, varnishes, filling shrapnel 
shells, fireworks, foundry rosin, washing preparations, rubber substi- 
tutes, wood stains and lithographing. 


Pine Oil finds a large market as a flotation oil in mineral separation. 
Here is a market which is constantly expanding as flotation is becoming 
more and more common in mineral separation. It is also used in the 
manufacture of metal polish and in the drug trade, where it is the basis 
of many liniments and disinfectants.

STAPLE PRODUCTS: Turpentine, rosin and pine oil are staple 
products. They are products which are not affected by the readjust- 
ment of business now that the war has ended. These products are 
quoted daily on the naval store exchange, and are just as staple as 
cotton, corn, steel, or any essential commodity. 


EXPORT TRADE: Before the war a large export trade had beer 
developed with Spain, Great Britain, and a number of the other 
European countries. During the war this business was naturally cur- 
tailed to a very large degree, but now this business has resumed, and 
the demand has tremendously increased over that cf former years. 


Invested capital in the turpentine and rosin industry will show very 
attractive returns at this time. Never before in the industry have 
prices been so high and the demand so great. The production is in- 
adequate to supply the demand. In order to appreciate the opportuni- 
ties offered one has but to stop and think for a moment.

Afntterican capital, American importers and 
nConsumers invest and expend millions of 
Gotlars” to foster German business at the expense 
of American industries, it must not be condoned. 
Liberty bonds, the most sacred obligation this coun- 
try has assumed, are depreciating in value, while it 
is being made possible for German and other for- 
eign financiers to sell their stocks and bonds to 
American bankers. Are we again worshiping the 
eagle on the American dollar? 

Let’s have done with the farce! American in- 
dustries must be built up, no matter what the cost. 
Germany is literally laughing up her sleeve at the 
prices being paid by Americans for her potash and 
other materials. Even the German consumer, who 
has been forced to pay high prices for German 
produced fertilizer, stands appalled at the “robbery” 
that has enabled German potash works to incre:s¢ 
their dividends 300 per cent. and more. 

American industry pays wages in America, in- 
vests in America and helps America grow. Every 
dollar that unnecessarily goes out of the United 
States at this time hinders American business. If 
this attitude is a selfish one, it is naturally so. It 
has been born out of the selfishness of other nations, 
whose cupidity shows uppermost in their dealings. 
The objections made are not to Germany’s rehabil- 
itation, or to any other country’s rehabilitation, but 
to any program of reconstruction that has for its 
groundwork the exploitation of American capital and 
the undermining of American industry. 

Poor Germany is showing that she is exceedingly 
able to take care of herself. Let us save a little 
active sympathy for ourselves.

Future in Wholesale Drugs 


“Conservative buying, good judgment in credits 
and regular methods in the sales department’’— 
these are the three rules set down for the guidance 
of wholesale druggists by W. A. Hover, head of 
the drug house of W. A. Hover & Co. of Denver, 
Colo., and a former president of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, in an editorial printed 
on page 27 of this issue of the Reporter. 

Not alone wholesale druggists, but business men 
engaged in any Reporter trade whatever, will do 
well to read the editorial and heed the warnings that 
have been sounded by Mr. Hover. The fundamen- 
tals of good business are the same, no matter what 
the nature of the business may be. The present is a 
time that calls for the careful steering of any busi- 
ness craft if the financial and industrial storms are 
to be weathered and the vessel brought safely into 
the harbor at the close of the year. 

“Reduce your stocks, if you must,’” Mr. Hover 
counsels the wholesale druggist, and he adds that 
profits should be maintained in the face of increased 
operating and other costs if losses and generally un- 
satisfactory conditions are to be avoided. In other 
words, the wholesale druggists should take heed that 
they are not stampeded. There has been no such in- 
flation in the prices of drugs as compared to the 
advances in the costs of other materials. Mr. Hover 
places the average increase in wholesale drug values 
at approximately 35 per cent. The Reporter has 
no reason to question the correctneses of Mr. Hover’s 
comparative figures. They bespeak the conservative 
tendencies of those engaged in the wholesale drug 
business. 

We commend to our readers the last paragraph 
of Mr. Hover’s editorial. It contains the summum 
bonum of all constructive business principles, and is 
particularly helpful and appropriate at this time. 
To follow these principles means success; to ignore 
them is to woo disaster. 

The Naval Stores Industry 

Every so often a government official, after an 
extensive investigation of a certain industry, issues 
a report that is positively startling. Such a reaction 
is born in one after a perusal of the report of the 
naval stores industry made by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Meredith, which was printed in last week’s issue 
of the Reporter (July 5, page 28). One seeks in 
vain in the Secretary’s report for a cheering word. 
In a far from optimistic vein he states that within 
ten years the United States will lose its command- 
ing position in the world’s market for turpentine 
and rosin; and then, to accentuate the seriousness of

the situation, he prophesies that in time we may be 
unable to supply our own domestic requirements. 

Is the day coming when, in order to satisfy our 
own needs, we will be forced to curtail the expor- 
tation of certain essential products? Petroleum and 
coal are among our most important natural resources. 
Our own home requirements are far from being sat- 
ished adequately. Now comes Secretary Meredith 
with a third resource, which he states is being rap- 


idly depleted. 

It is regrettably true that the turpentining indus- 
try of the United States has been (and largely is) 
destructive instead of constructive. In the Southern 
pine forests, where unscientific methods were pur- 
sued in the extraction of resins for years, conserva- 
tive methods have been introduced by the Forest 
Service and are now being used commercially, both 
on the Florida national forest and on private hold- 
ings of some of the more progressive operators. But 
the Florida supply is visibly coming to an. end. ; It 
has been impossible to overcome the inertia which 
has been the chief characteristic of the naval stores 
producers for so many years. 

For the South as a whole, production of turpen- 
tine has declined from somewhat less than 34,000,- 
000 gallons in 1889 to approximately 17,000,000 
gallons in 1918, a decrease of 50 per cent. The 
average production of the last six years has been 
25,000,000 gallons of spirits of turpentine and 
834,000,000 pounds of rosin, an output that has 
been easily absorbed by the world’s consumers. 

Regardless of how much the element of labor 
enters into the production of naval stores, it Is still 
certain that wasteful methods of extraction are pri- 
marily responsible for the moribund condition in 
which the industry finds itself. If the tapping for 
resins is done in a scientific manner, it will not in- 
jure the growing trees. Every tree, no matter how 
small or how ill shapen, can be made revenue pro- 
ducing so long as it is healthy. Under the old sys- 
tem of scarifying the bark of the trees and collecting 
the resin after the more volatile elements had be- 
come oxidized by contact with the air, it is not pos- 
sible to secure more than 1714 per cent. bulk of 
turpentine. Where modern tapping methods are 
pursued, it has been demonstrated that 33 per cent. 
of recovery is possible. 

For our own supplies of naval stores in the not 
distant future we look to Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas. In these States, however, the timber is 
largely owned by lumbermen, whose practice it 1s 
to force a rapid exploitation for naval stores in order 
that lumbering may not be delayed. In Louisiana 
much of the timber has been, and some of it is still 
being, cut unturpentined. The average turpentine 
lease on many of these large holdings does not run 
for more than two years. The program of decima- 
tion planned by the lumbermen of Louisiana pro- 
vides that of the 27,000,000 000 feet of long leaf 
pine now standing 20,000,‘ )0,000 feet will be 
removed during the next decade. 

Secretary Meredith, in his report, points out that 
a study of the opinions and estimates of a number 
of the best informed men in the industry indicates 
that from the turpentine timber available and un- 
cupped in the naval stores territory today not more 
than 166,000,000 gallons of turpentine and 5,0Q0,- 
000,000 pounds of rosin can be produced. In ad- 
dition, the uncupped supply of timber, that which 
has been or is being worked, will probably yield 
60,000,000 gallons of spirits of turpentine and 1,- 
900,000,000 pounds of rosin, making the *tal 
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available supply 226,000,000 gallons of turpentine at once expand our national policy of forestry and 
Co-operative 
be perfected whereby the Federal and State gov- 
ernments could work together to prevent forest fires 
and enlarge the national forests. This is one way in 
which the word ‘‘conserve’ 
something so far as naval stores are concerned. 


and 6,900,000,000 pounds of rosin. 


According to Secretary Meredith’s report, there 
seems no doubt that at the rate which naval stores 
are being consumed, the industry in the South will 
peter out within the next ten or fifteen years. Our 
own markets and export demands will, it is believed, 
absorb 25,000,000 gallons of spirits of turpentine 
and 825,000,000 pounds of rosin annually. With 
intelligent forest management and the production of 
wood turpentine and rosin, also by the falling off in 
the rate of production as the remaining timber sup- 
plies become exhausted, the time may be extended. 
There will then remain the possibilities of developing 
the industry with other species of trees in the West, 
but under much more adverse conditions as to labor 


and accessibility. 


Our own supplies failing, it is not at all improbable 
that we will be forced to import naval stores, per- 
haps from British Columbia. Among the valuable 
products obtained as a result of experiments with 
British Columbia Douglas fir resins are turpentine, 
fir oils, which form the base of the “‘fruit’’ extracts 
used at soda fountains; medical oils, etc., and resins 
used in the making of high grade varnishes. Plans 
already set under way by the British Columbia Leg- 
islature give promise of making the naval stores in- 
dustry the greatest single industry in the Province. 

In our naval stores industry we have another in- 
stance of how the United States has been prof-

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Two problems of vital interest to the industrial 
welfare of the country are railroads and finance. 
These are chief among the important factors that 
determine the collective success of our business men. 
Since the first of the year, it has been recognized 
that the railroad situation is critical, but it is doubt-

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York on 
June | announced a further advance in discount 
rates. The rate on commercial paper was raised 
from 6 to 7 per cent., with corresponding increases 
in other rates. The purpose of the advancement, it 
was stated in the announcement, was “‘in order that 
bankers, their customers and the public generally 
may find in the discount rates of their banks a reflec- 
tion of existing credit conditions.” 

With continuing high prices and the consequent 
need for more capital with which to transact business 
of every description, it is not surprising that business 
men of every character have been brought to the 
realization that there might not be money enough 
available to finance a huge trade at prevailing prices. 
We are very near the limit of our credit resources. 
There must be quick and effective conservation of

January 23, when the discount rate on commercial 
paper was raised to 6 per cent., the outside rate was 
already 6 per cent. On June 1, when the discoun 
rate on commercial paper was raised to 7 per cent, 
the open market rate was about 714 per cent. 


It should be readily apparent that the supply of 
money now available must be used wisely to create 
new wealth, and must not be dissipated or even 
partly wasted in speculative, unproductive or eco- 
nomically unnecessary ventures. It is a time to pro. 
mote productivity and practice thrift, and not en. 
courage waste and indulge in extravagance. There 
is no need for legitimate, essential business to te. 
trench. On the contrary, there is every reason why 
it should expand to the extent of meeting economic 
demands. But it cannot do this if unessential entg. 
prises or activities are permitted to drain the reser.

Future in Wholesale Drugs 


AN EDITORIAL

HE wholesale druggist, in common with other business men, has 
enjoyed a continuously increasing volume of trade during the past 
two years. In a large measure volume as represented by dollars 

and cents has been due to increased values rather than to actual trans- 
actions. It was the opinion of many wholesale druggists that the end 
of 1919 might mark the turning point. On the contrary, volume has 
not only been well maintained, but a marked increase has been a feature 


of the year’s operations up to this date. 


‘The uncertainty of the future is causing some concern. Excessive, 
unwise and unscientific methods of taxation have prevented the accumu- 
lation of sufficiently available reserves to properly protect and safeguard 
the readjustment to more normal values. Heavy taxes have been im- 
posed upon non-available profits, represented by merchandise replacements 
at greatly increased values. Fortunately the drug trade fully realizes 





the danger of self-deception in regard to the difference between paper 
profits and real profits, and are as far as possible, safeguarding their 
interesis accordingly. 


That present conditions will indefinitely obtain is regarded as an 
impossibility. In time values will shrink and volume will diminish, and 
danger, if any, will follow ill-acvised attempts of jobbers to maintain 
volume at a sacrifice of legitimate profits. As well put water in your 
gas on a steep up grade; the result will be equally disastrous. Con- 
servative buying, good judgment in credits, and regular methods in the 
sales department will enable the wholesale druggist to successfully meet 
whatever the future may have in store, except total collapse—which is 
unthinkable. 





Contrary to general opinion, the increase in values, which has 
taken place during the past five years, has undoubtedly affected whole- 
sale drug stocks less than any other class of merchandise. The average 
increase in wholesale drug values has been approximately 35 per cent. 
Compare this increase with the increase in values of hardware from 80 
to 85 per cent.; of paints, oils and glass of 90 per cent.; with even 
greater increases in other lines. The comparison is altogether favorable 
to wholesale drug stocks, and jobbing druggists will be able to return to 
normal conditions and values with less potential loss than the average 
class of merchants. 





There is no immediate prospect of a general decline in drug values. 
The immutable law of supply and demand will prevail in the future as 
in the past. [he world’s supply of crude drugs has been interrupted by 
five years of war and destruction. It will require tiine and industry for 
nature to sufficiently replace the shortage to have any appreciable effect 
on values. The process will be slow and intermittent and, in any event, 
old-time pre-war values will be a thing of the past. 





In common with all branches of business, operating costs have been 
materially increased, and unless profits are well maintained losses and 
unsatisfactory conditions will prevail before the period of final adjust- 
ment. I have every cenfidence that the wholesale druggist is well 
equipped to meet the emergency, and have no fear for the future if the 
conservative policies of the past continue to prevail. 





Undue expansion, at this time, is unwise. Merchandise stocks 
should be reduced to meet legitimate trade requirements, taking into 
consideration delays in transportation. Fixed contracts for future deliv- 
eries of merchandise should not be encouraged; credit should be closely 
scanned; delinquent customers should be urged, before it is too Jate, to 
reduce their balances; floating indebtedness should be reduced to the 
lowest possible minimum, consistent with necessary requirements, and the 
wholesale druggist will continue to be in the future, as in the past, a 
potent and economic factor in the distribution of drugs, chemicals and 
proprietary goods to a population of 106,000,000 people through the 
medium of 30,000 retail druggists whose daily requirements can only 
be met through the service of the regular jobbing druggist.

Opinions Over Drugs Differ 


Representatives of the drug and re-

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INSTITUTE IDEA 
UNDER SCRUTINY 


Action Against Linseed Oil Men 
Causes Dry Color Institute 
Head to Start Inquiry 


: The action of the government in start- 
ing proceedings against the linseed oil 
factors because of the contention that 
they are operating under a mutual agree- 
ment that is, in some particulars, a vio- 
lation of the law, may result in the re- 
organization of some of the institutes in 
other lines. These institutes do not fix 
prices. They place the price-fixing in the 
hands of the members; but, at the same 
time, some of the prominent members of 
the different institutes in the Reporter's 
trades seem of the opinion that there 
may be some things about them to which 
the government might object, and they 
are anxious that there should be no con- 
flict with the government. It is not so 
much a question as to whether the letter 
of the Sherman law is violated as it is as 
to whether or not the holding of meeting 
of men in the same trade at which prices 

among other things of interest to the 
trade—are discussed might not be looked 
upon as a violation of the spirit of the 
law. 

President Arthur S. Somers of the Dry 
Color Institute has been giving the mat- 
ter very careful attention, and has re- 
viewed the bill against the crushers most 
carefully, with a view of discovering 
Whether or not there is anything in the 
pian of organization under which the Dry 
Color Institute is acting to which excep- 
tion might be taken. It is evident that 
he is not entirely satisfied with the pres- 
ent plan of the organization of which he 
is at the head, for he has sent a letter to 
all the members of the institute to notify 
them that at the next meeting of the in- 
stitute he will have a number of changes 
to propose in the plan under which the 
organization does business. Mr. Somers 
takes the stand that there should be 
nothing done in the matter of exchanging 
information as to prices, cost of produc- 
tion or any other matter that could be 
construed as a move toward the fixing 
and maintaining of an agreed scale of 
prices by members of the institute, and 
makes no concealment of the fact that he 
has very strong views on this subject. 

There will be no meeting of the Dry 
Color Institute until September, and this 
will give the members plenty of time to 
consider the situation from all possible 
angles. It is quite probable that if the 
Dry Color Institute sees fit to alter the 
plan under which it was organized and 
has been working, other similar organi- 
zations may follow its example.

The advance in the price of turpen- 
tine started in the London market, and 
the Southern markets lost no time in 
following the advance on the other 
New York, of course, followed 
the Southern markets in their upward 
movement. England has been buying 
little or nothing in this country for a 
long time, and the time had come when 
stock in that country had commenced 
to decline enough to have an effect on 
the market. The movement in the 
South has not been large for this sea- 
son of the year, and the decline has 
peen the result of a lack of demand 
rather than because of the weight of 
the stocks. American consumers have 
never shown any disposition to buy on 
a declining market, and as long as 
England did not buy and the market 
showed no strength, domestic buyers 
have held back in the hope of being 
able to buy later at a lower level. It 
will be remembered that the sharp ad- 
vance in the price of turpentine last 
year was started by English buying. 
At that time one prominent interna- 
tional interest buying for export to 
England came into a dull market, took 
practically all that was offering and 
started a most decided advance in 
price. The advance in London was 
followed by buying for English ac- 
count in this country, and this is the 
reason that many predictions of a high 
level during the next ten days or two 
weeks are being made. There are 
many who believe that domestic con- 
sumers will come in as buyers if it 
looks like an advancing market. 

The situation in the rosin market 
has not changed, however, and there 
has been a steady decline this week 
on all grades except the cheapers. B 
rosin has held. The despised “Betsy” 
has shown more strength than the 
higher grades. Evidently the consum- 
ing trade has concluded that dark color 
was not such a serious fault in rosin 
anyway. and the weakness of the pale 
rosins has been the feature of the 
market. In the South but little price 
distinction is made between water 
white and D. This crop has produced 
an unusually large percentage of pale 
rosins, and the demand for them has 
been far below expectations. The 
movement should be right at its height 
at this season of the year, but it is not 
very heavy for July. It may be that 
there would be more rosin coming into 
sight if there was a better demand, 
but the stocks in the South are in- 
creasing slowly and it is the lack of 
demand and not the heavy movement 
that is making rosin weak. The fact 
that there has come a better tone in 
the turpentine market cannot be taken 
to mean that by the same token rosin 
should advance, for the two_ principal 
materials of the naval storés market 
do not always fluctuate together by 
any manner of mean 

The local market is still “on its own” 
as far as the spot situation is con- 
cerned, but of course prices are named

TURPENTINE 

On Wednesday turpentine in the New 
York market was quoted at $1.45, a de- 
cline of 12%c. for the price at the 
lose of last week. On Thursday it 
was quoted at $1.49, and on Friday 
sales were made at $1.49, and it looked 
as if the price was going higher. After 
the decline that has occurred a slight 
rally would not have been out of line 
48 a market fluctuation, but the trade 
seems to think that the check of the 
decline means something more than 
Just a temporary halt before continu- 
ing the downward movement. The ad- 
vance of 4 cents in New York was 
based upon an advance of 5% to 6 
cents in the South on the same day, 
but the advance started in London, not 
in Savannah or Jacksonville. English 
trade interests have been watching the 
market very closely for some time, but 
they have been doing very little buy- 
ing. It has been predicted for some 
time that as soon as the price suited 
England would jump in and buy for 
4 season's supplies. Last year, when 
the English buying started, it was very 
active while it lasted, and it started 
an advance that must have meant a 
very handsome profit to those who 
bought early. No market forgets what 
happened last season, and this is why 
the advance in London was as prompt- 
ly reflected in the American market. 
here was more to it than just the

for during the last few days there has 
been Knglish buying in the market 
and more interest shown by exporters 
than for a long time past. 

Stocks in this country are not large 
and the movement is light considering 
the. fact that this is the season of the 
year when it should be at its height. 
Domestic consumers have been in- 
different for a long time past and have 
watched the price decline without 
making any effort to stock wp. The 
result is that stocks in coWsumers 
hands on this side are small. Of course 
there are always substitutes that can 
be used, but this does not prevent a 
certain class of consumers from al- 
ways wanting turpentine, and con- 
sumers who would not buy on a decline 
may buy in an advancing market. 
Owing to the transportation tieup the 
iocal market does not furnish a good 
index of recent fluctuations, but a 
glance at the Savannah prices show 
just how great the recent decline has 
been. On April 1 turpentine was 
quoted at $2.33 in the Savannah mar- 
ket, and this week it was quoted as 
low as $1.30. Here is a decline of $1.03 
a gallon in a little over three months. 
Of course the April 1 price was very 
high, but the price of everything is 
very high these days, and it is very 
doubtful if there is any other market 
in the world that has seen such a 
break in prices recently as the naval 
stores market. The decline of over $1 
a gallon brought in a little new domes- 
tic business, and it is probable that 
some consumers who were forced to 
turn to substitutes by the very high 
price of a few months ago may not be 
in a position to switch back to tur- 
pentine. There is a great deal of dif- 
ference in buying at the present level 
and that of three months ago, and the 
producing trade believe that a stiffen- 
ing market would bring in active 
support.

There was a weak turpentine market at 
the opening of the week’s business, and 
on Tuesday and Wednesday turpentine 
was quoted at $1.30, the low point of the 
movement, and $1.03 lower than the price 
at the beginning of April. On Thursday, 
however, the price advanced to $1.36, and 
the advance held today. The stronger 
cables gave the bulls their first ray of 
hope in months, and at once there was 
a marked change of sentiment. There 
was more interest in the market by ex- 
porters during the last day or so than 
for some time, although little real bus- 
iness has yet been done.

seed market in that elevator companies 
see a profit in buying supplies at present 
prices for storage. Although crushers 
were steady takers of offerings during the 
week and kept the market fairly well 
cleaned up, they found no competition 
untif the elevator companies began to see 
a profit in carrying flax at prevailing dif- 
ferences with futures.

program, and production is lagging. De- 
vices are being used in lieu of machinery 
destroyed by the Germans which were 
accounted antiquated in the United States 
twenty or thirty years ago. 


The annual meeting of the association 
as a whole began yesterday when. with 
about 250 producers assembled. T. W. 
Camp, of Smethport, Pa., reviewing the 
situation confronting the industry, de- 
clared that shortage of raw materials 
and a corresponding shortage of un- 


skilled labor in the face of wages greater 
than ever before paid in the plants, to- 
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gether with other conditions over which 
the manufacturers had no control, pre- 
cluded any likelihood of a reduction in 
the cost of glass for building purposes 
during the next year. 

“Another unfortunate condition,” said 
Mr. Camp, “is the shortage of salt cake, 


which enters into the mixing of the batch. 
The stress of war making developed 
many new uses for salt cake, one of them 


being the production of paper pulp. The 
fuel problem is intensified by proposals 
to limit the use of natural gas in those 


sections where that product was formerly 
believed to be without limit.” 

Reports showed that a number of ma- 
chine equipped plants are being operated 
throughout the summer in an effort to 
relieve somewhat the nation-wide demand 
for window glass. There is a tremendous 
demand also from across the sea, but the 
manufacturers as a whole are giving first 
call to the home orders. 

(reat progress in glass making by ma- 


chine was reported One type of ma- 
chine which has demonstrated its prac- 
ticability draws cylinders 42 feet in 
length up to 31 inches in diameter at 
the rate of one every twenty minutes. 
The best men can do are cylinders up 
to six and seven feet in length. Another 
machine draws flat sheet glass up to 56 
inches wide at the rate of 80 inches a 
minute

The buying publie is. still 
inclined to hold back to see if linseed 
oil is going still lower, although con- 
sumption is heavy and sooner or later 
the demand must become active. 

english linseed oil is being offered 
at $1.20 for July shipment, and it is 
claimed that the present price on the 
other side would make it possible for 
it to be delivered here at $1.10. One 
feature of the situation is that a very 
considerable amount of linseed oil 
has been imported by certain Ameri- 
can crushers. It is very doubtful if 
there will be enough imported oil 
brought in to make it an important 
factor, but there is being enough of 
it offered to make it a much talked 
about feature of the situation. 

The demand from consumers of cot- 
tonseed oil continues slack, and the 
export demand is as disappointing as 
it has been all season. The consum- 
ers on the other side seem inclined to 
use something else besides American 
cottonseed oil whenever it is possible. 
The contract market for cottonseed 
oil has held rather well this week all 
things considered, but the price con- 
tinues to decline. Stocks in the South 
are said to be very large, and the 
real weakness of the situation is the 
position in which holders of crude oil 
are placed at this time when the move- 
ment of new crop seed to the market 
is so near at hand. There is certainly 
no shortage of cottonseed oil, and the 
carry-over into the new cotton year 
will be large. 

Chinawood oil was quiet in the week, 
and while there were reports of sales 
at lower prices than 17c. f. o. b. Pacif- 
ic coast, that figure appeared to be 
the level. First hands were a fraction 
lower in their offerings this week than 
last. Oil in barrels at New York, 
which they offered at 19%c. a week 
ago, was at 19e.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS 

CHINAWOOD OIL.—The chinawood 
oi! situation is marked with very lit- 
tle trading, and supplies on spot are 
difficult to obtain in the East. Traders 
in vegetable oils have seen a poor 
week, and the transportation condition 
has helped to accentuate the lull in 
husiness. Oil at the Pacifie coast for 
shipment is quoted at 17@lieec. per 
pound. On spot 19¢c., New York. Cable 
service to and from the Orient con- 
tin d unsatisfactory. 

COCONUT OI1L.—The absence of 
trading, due to lack of confidence of 
buvers, unsatisfactory transport condi- 
tions and other reasons has made the 
quotations sought in the local market 
difficult to obtain. Cable service from 
the Orient has been discouraging han- 
dlers and buyers, and a good deal of 
complaint is registered locally. Quota- 
tions on spot are as follows: Ceylon 
type of oil, 15% @16c. Cochin domestic 
in barrels, 17e. Ceylon imported, 15% 
@i6c., with prospects of lower price 
on firm bid. Edible oil in barrels, 18e. 
Basis 5 per cent., maximum 7 per cent., 
oil in sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific 
coast, for various positions was le. 
Some people thought that lower price 
could be done, but handlers’ ideas did 
not coincide with that sentiment. 
Sales some days ago were put through 
at 13%c. per pound. According to a 
number of dealers here, there has been 
some uneasiness existing on account 
of the rapid declines effected prior to 
July, and uneertainty exists among 
these factors and others. 

COPRA.—This market displayed 
some interest in the announcement re- 
ceived that copra earlier in the week 
was 5%c. per pound f. o. b. Manila. 
Mills there are fairly active. An effort 
has been recently made here by some 
agents of copra people to dispose of 
copra of the South Seas. Some people 
see in this an admission that buyers 
are not as keen for stock in South Sea 
places, which up to recently were said 
to be selling to Europe. Immediately 
following the reports of sales to other 
than buyers in the States a decline in 
prices occurred in the States, and it 
appears that business has fallen off in 
other countries. South Sea_ stock, 
bulk, for shipment, 74c., Pacifie coast, 
New York, to arrive, 8c. Spot, Pacific 
coast. 8% @9c. Spot, New York, 1lc. 

CORN OIL.—The market weakened 
in common with other edible oils, and 
sales were made at as low as 12c. in 
sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Western city. 
Edible oil in barrels ranged 18@20c. 
at New York. Crude oil in sellers’ 
tanks, New York, 12.46c., and in barrels 
at New York, 13.8le. Some producers 
were sold up on July delivery a few 
days ago and were not quoting for de- 
liveries at a future date. Some people 
quote as high as 19c. for edible at 
Western city Plants are operating in 
various places, and the coal situation, 
according to reports from a producer 
in the West, has not retarded produc- 
tion. 

OLIVE OIL.—This market has been 
firming up in sympathy with the up- 
ward trend in Spain, where prices are 
higher than here There have been 
shipments from Italy and France, but 
quotations on these goods have not 
stimulated much interest. Business in 
Spanish oil improved slightly in the 
period that has elapsed. Edible oil 
here was quoted at $3.60@3.85 per 
gallon in barrels, grades including 
Malaga, Seville and Tortosa. Quota- 
tions on stock to arrive are about 20c. 
per gallon higher for the three grades 
Denatured oil here was quoted at $3 
per gallon in barrels. Foots on spot 
were quoted at 17c. per pound, with the 
market quiet and easier. 

PALM OIL.—The market in palm oi} 


is fairly steady, though buying has 
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been of a restricted sort, reflecting the 
reluctance existing in other oils. Lagos 
to arrive was quoted at 11@11'%c.; 
Niger, to arrive, 10%@10%e. 

PEANUT OIL.—Domestic refined 
peanut oil shows a weak tone, due in 
part to the presence of some offerings 
at 18%@19'6c. The buying trade has 
little confidence in the market, the 
level of which may be placed at 20¢e 
offered. Oriental oil in sellers’ tanks, 
f. o. b. Pacific Coast, was quoted at 13c¢. 
per pound at the close, a little weaker 
than previous levels, which were 13% @ 
I34ec. The traders closed a session of 
reduced activity and uncertainty. The 
lard market, an object of interest, re- 
covered slightly early in the week, but 
the improvement was not sufficient to 
produce a better tone in peanut oil. 

PERILLA OLL.—tThe perilla oil mar- 
ket has seen a restricted demand and 
a tone reflecting the quietness in allied 
oils. Oil in barrels at New York was 
quoted at 22c. per pound; previously 
quoted at 24ec. Oil in sellers’ tanks, 
f. o. b. Pacific Coast, 15¢e 

POPPYSEED OIL.—This oil has 
been ruling firm and stocks were re- 
garded as light. Demand has con- 
tinued to be of a routine kind. Do- 
mestic crushed oil was quoted at $3.50 
per gallon in barrels. 

RAPESEED OIL.—This market has 
been dull, and factors in this and 
kindred oils are of the opinion that 
times are quieter than they were a 
year ago. Blown oil was quoted at 
$1.75 per gallon in barrels; refined at 
$1.55; Oriental refined in sellers’ tanks, 
f. o. b. Pacific Coast, 15c. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The spot market 
here and on the Pacific Coast is com- 
manding attention in this market, due 
in part to the uncertainty of deliveries 
for futures and on account of the needs 
of buyers, which are for immediate 
needs only. Asking prices on futures 
of crude are at 10%c. per pound, f. 0. b 
Pacifie Coast, sellers’ tanks. Sales this 
week were made at as high as 11\c. 
On prompt deliveries, Pacific Coast. 
Spot prices at New York  were:- 
Crude, 16c.; blown, 20%c.; refined, 
174%2@18c. The weakness in other oils, 
Which at times did not change values 
in soya, was reflected in this item in 
the week, and edible oils were not in 
a good condition, reflecting the situa- 
tion in crude. 

WALNUT OIL.—The market has 
been quiet and a routine demand has 
been in evidence. Stocks are in a few 
hands and believed to be moderate. 
Domestic crushed oil was quoted at 40c. 


per pound. 
Fatty Acids 

The fatty acid market has been quiet 
and buyers are displaying the same 
aloofness that is manifested in vege- 
table oils. Soap makers have been 
affected by the slump in export, as 
others have been; as a result there 
has been small interest shown in raw 
materials. 

Transportation conditions improved 
to some degree in the week and inter- 
est in nearby stocks has been seen in 
a number of items. Soya bean fatty 
acids was quoted at 10%@ll1c. per 
pound, and coconut oil fatty acids 
ll‘4ec., both round lots. 


GREASE, LARD, STEARINES 
AND TALLOW 


GREASE.—The grease market was 
stagnant in the week, and there was no 
recovery from the recent weak tone. 
Brown grease, 20, 30 per cent., 9c.; 
house grease, 20 per cent., 9@9%c.; 
white, under 38 per cent., lle.; yel- 
low, 9c. 

LARD.—There was some recent im- 
provement in lard in the period, espe- 
cially toward the close, but not a com- 
plete recovery from the setback of a 
week ago, When values declined 170 
points in the West. City steam lard 
was quoted at 18%c. per pound; com- 
pound, 20@21ec.; neutral 24¢.; Middle 
Western, $19.25 per hundred pounds. 

STEARINE. — There was a fairly 
steady market in lard stearine and 
stocks continued light. Inquiries pres- 
ent in the market at the close of the 
preceding week were not gratified as 
the market opened in the period under 
review. Handlers asked 25ec. for round 
lots and 2Sec. for small lots.

One of the producers has been 
fairly busy on old orders, but he has 
noticed the slump in new business, as 
have the other interests, Oleo oils 
continued weak, and Western oil of- 
fered here revealed a similar status 
Reports on the various oils are given 
below. 

DEGRAS.—The market has been es- 
pecially dull, dealers and agents of 
handlers reporting quiet conditions. 
Transportation conditions have im- 
proved slightly. Domestic degras was 
quoted at 7%,@7*\c. per pound in bar- 
rels at New York. English, 7c. Neu- 
tral degras, 14c. Horse grease was 
quoted at 3c., carload-lots; 13%c., 
jess than carload-lots. 

LARD OILS.—The lard oil situation 
has been unchanged. Buyers’ ideas 
are far below the market in some 
grades. Transportation has been im- 
proved, but there are still instances of 
annoying delays. Prime winter edible 
oil was quoted at $1.80 per gallon; 
prime inedible $1.70; off-prime, $1.28@ 
1.35; Extra No. 1, $1.23@1.25; No. 1, 
$1.20@1.22; No. 2, $1.16@1.18; all less 
than carload lots. 

NEATSFOOT OI1L.—The = situation 
in neatsfoot oils has been unimproved 
and demand of a routine sort was 
noted. Compared with some other ani- 
mal oils, there has been a better tone 
in this item. Twenty-degree oil was 
quoted at $1.804@ 2.10 per gallon in less 
than carload lots; 30-degree oil, $1.50; 
40-degree oil, $1.45; crude, $1.40. 

OLEO OIL.—This market has been 
weak for some time and demand of a 
poor sort. Western goods were offered 
this week at 18c., f. a. s. New York, 
but handlers of extra were asking 19c. 
per pound here. Prime in carload lots 
was quoted at 17@17%c. per pound; 
lower, 15@16c. 

RED OIL.—Business in this oil has 
been quiet, and some Eastern fac- 
tories were not very active. One of 
them has been busy because of orders 
which it was not able to fill before the 
slump in trading. Producers are not 
active in the tallow market, where 
they buy the raw materials. That has 
been the case for some time, and is 
usual at this time of the year. 

STEARIC ACID.—This market has 
been somewhat inactive, reflecting the 
condition in red oil. Most of the han- 
diers have seen a slump similar to 
that which has affected a number of 
oils. A nearby factory has been busy 
on old orders only. Transportation 
conditions were remedied to some de- 
gree in the week, but much more prog- 
ress must be made before there is to 
be satisfaction among the trade. Single 
pressed acid was quoted at 22%c.; 
double pressed, 23%c.; triple, 27c. 

TALLOW OIL.—The users of this 
and a number of other oils are not 
busy, and as a result tallow oil has 
been quiet. Acidless in less than car- 
load lots was. quoted at $1.40 per 
gallon. 


FISH OILS 

There has been small activity in 
fish oils in the period under review, 
buyers and sellers far apart. This is 
especially true of menhaden oils. Fish- 
ing has been progressing since the 
middle of last month, but reports this 
week were that fish were lean. Export 
inquiry has been noted in the market, 
but pending oil production in the 
plants of various cities, the exact vol- 
ume of activity will be unknown. Cod 
oil has been the most steady of the 
important fish oils, and firmness has 
been a characteristic of some of the 
lesser items. Conditions in the various 
oils were as follows in the week:— 

COD OIL.—Stocks have been moder- 
ate for some months, and inquiry of 
fair kind. Of course, the dullness in 
fish oils has been reflected to some 
extent in this oil, but unlike most of the 
oils, it has been fairly steady. New- 
foundland tanked oil was quoted at 
$1.15@1.20 per gallon in carload lots. 
There was some efforts made*to obtain 
Japanese oil in the period, but they 
were not fruitful. Domestic oil was 
quoted at $1.05 per gallon. Some 
handlers of Newfoundland tanked oil 
asked $1.25 per gallon in small lots. 

HERRING OIL.—This market has 
been quiet, inquiry at a minimum. No. 
3 oil, Oriental, was quoted at 75c. per 
gallon, sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific 
Coast, and 85c. per gallon in barrels 
in New York. 

MENHADEN OIL.—Buyers and sell- 
ers continued to be far apart in crude 
Oils, and the market as a result was 
quiet. Recent bids were at 60c. Some 
lots—said to be four carloads lots— 
sold at 70c. per gallon, f. o. b. Balti- 
more, in the period that preceded this 
one. This appears to be the level of 
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asking prices at present. Fishing re- 
ports which simmered in this week 
stated that the fish in the Chesapeake 
are lean, and show less oil-value than 
those caught a few weeks ago. The 
tone in pressed Oils is not as good as 
it has been. They are quoted as fol- 
‘lows in barrels at New York:—Dark 
pressed, S38c.; light pressed, 98c.@$1.05; 
yellow bleached, $1.05; white bleached, 
$1.10; blown, $1.14@1.33. 

PORPOISE JAW OIL.—Stocks have 
heen scarce for some time, the usual 
situation. Pure oil was quoted at $80 
@xsh per gallon. Junk oil at $30@35. 

SALMON OIL.—There has been a 
continuance of apathy among buyers, 
and stocks are not delivered to be 
light. Buyers views are said to be 
much lower than sellers. Oriental oil, 
No. 3, in sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific 
coast, Was quoted at 75c. per gallon, 
and in barrels at New York, 85c. per 
gallon, 

SHARK LIVER OIL.—tThis oil is in 
light supply, and because of this, values 
jhave been maintained. Liver oil in 
|sellers’ tanks at the Pacific coast was 
quoted at $1 per gallon. 

SPERM OIL.—The market has been 
fairly steady in the last few months, 
and stocks are moving to a jobbing 
demand. Thirty-eight degree cold test 
bleached oil was quoted at $1.98@2 per 
gallon in barrels at New York; 45-de- 
gree bleached, $1.93@1.95; 38-degree 
natural oil, $1.95@1.97; 45-degree nat- 
ural, $1.90@1.92. 

WHALE OIL.—Market conditions 
have ruled fairly steady in the week, 
though the tone of the market is not 
satisfactory, reflecting as it does the 
weakness in other items. No. 1 whale 
oil was quoted at $1.08% per gallon, 
f. o. b. Pacific coast; sellers’ tanks. 
No. 2 oil was quoted at $1.01% and 
No. 3 at 93%c. New York prices:— 
Natural winter oil was today at $1.30; 
bleached winter is quoted at $1.32 and 
extra bleached at $1.35, 


Minneapolis Linseed Oil 
MINNEAPOLIS, July 7, 1920. 

Linseed oil is moving in moderate 
volume with scattered interest in spot 
offerings and nothing; much for sale. 
Crushers have not as, yet reached a state 
where they can take care of maturing 
contracts and spare anything much for 
the spot delivery trade. On the other 
hand the majority of the users of oil 
are well supplied with stuff coming on 
coutracts and have no need of important 
amounts for immediate delivery. 

Interest in deferred is not very heavy, 
but it looks as though some of the large 
buyers are coming into the market to 
average up on high priced contracts they 
are now carrying on their books. No 
cancellations of orders reported, but ship- 
ping directions are a little slow in spots. 
However, the crushers seem to have 
plenty of directions on hand to take care 
of the railroad equipment they can secure 
for transportation of coopered lots. 

There has been no sharp improvement 
in the car situation and it is not very easy 
to get equipment, but mills are running 
at good speed and manage to keep their 
oil tanks down to a low level. Stocks are 
light in spite of the rather free running 
of the mills. 

July oil quoted $1.60@1.65, and Sep- 
tember forward $1.27 for bulk and $1.35 
for coopered lots. 

Concerning the charges of collusion be- 
tween crushers in marketing oil crushers 
have little to say. They disclaim any 
intent to violate the law in any way and 
felt they had a right to informal con- 
versations. No agreements were entered 
into as regard prices and at times quota- 
tions have varied. In fact the keen de- 
mand for oil during the past season made 
no community ofinterest necessary. Most 
of the crushers have been proffered more 
business than they could take care of and 
were able to get good prices because of 
the competition for the oil offerings. The 
next move is up to the parties making 
charges. 

Some increase in the burden on local 
mills is expected because of labor 
troubles in the east. At the present mo- 
ment mills here are in no shape to take 
up additional burdens, but some of them 
are catching up with orders and will 
soon be able to crush for eastern con- 
nections. There has been no labor trouble 
here recently. Conditions have been 
fairly quiet since the last agreement was 
made with employes. 

Daily shipments of linseed oil, in

Holders quote this oil still at 24 yen per 
case, but actual business is transacted at 
much lower figures. 

COCONUT OIL.—Is very little traded in. 
Even Japanese soap manufacturers have 
ceased to buy this oil in view of the greater 
weakness displayed by the vegetable oil mar- 
ket generally, and the possibility of a greater 
general decline to be introduced. Offers are 
made at 36 to 37 yen per picul. 

COD OIL.—Has grown much weaker, free 
offers being now made at 6.50 yen per can by 
holders, who have been disappointed at the 
fast decline in demand and the resulting in- 
crease in the visible stock in the market. 

COPRA.—Shows very little change Since 
last report very small business has_ been 
transacted in lower grade goods at 22 yen per 
picul. 

HERRING OII..—Is more plentifully stocked 
with the further arrival of new oil, but buyers 
are unable to cover their needs, being appre- 
hensive of possible further declines and bank- 
ers’ more stringent refusal to renew their 
credit. Holders are trying their cargo and the 
price is much lower. The quotation to date is 
5.20 yen to 5.30 yen per can. 

PEANUT OIL.—Very little traded in and its 
market remains very weak. Offers are made 
by holders at ¢ to 37 yen per picul. It is 
believed that bar silver’s decline will soon 
Start another decline in this oil. 

PERILLA OIL.—Is still out of demand. The 
stock of seeds is overplentiful and offers are 
made at much lower prices It apparently 
has induced buyers to defer their buying fur- 
ther. The standard grade is offered at 20 yen 
per case. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Continues to fall away. 
Unbleached oil is quoted at 15.50 yen per case, 
while refined oil is offered at 20,80 yen per 
ease. As a rule this oil is in its season in 
June and its sale becomes brisk, but this sea- 
sonal briskness is deferred, as buyers keep 
aloof, apparently waiting for further declines 
Buyers are justified in their policy, for the 
year’s new seeds are overproduced and appre- 
hended to come down badly. Chinese seeds 
are also falling away in keeping with the 
drop in bar silver. ® 

SESAME OIL.—Is more plentifully stocked, 
but demand continues to fall off. Sesame 
seeds are also coming down fast on overstock- 
ing, affecting this oil’s sale. The standard 
grade has dropped to 20.50 yen per case. 

SHARK OIL.—Is offered at 6.50 yen per can, 
which figure is a decline of 1 yen as compared 
with last report. The decline in demand has 
caused holders to sell this oil at lower prices. 

SOYA BEAN OI1L.—Is offered at 32 to 33 
yen per picul. Although the oil has shown 
some signs of improvement since last report in

WASHINGTON, July 8, 1920. 


The first shipment of wood oil in 
bulk—that is, in ship’s tanks—amount- 
ing to 958 tons, left Hankow for the 
United States in May, according to 
advice from Consul General Heintzle- 
man. He reports that preparations are 
being made for further shipments of 
this commodity, adding that it is be- 
lieved that this method will revolution- 
ize business in this line. 








in the western gulf, added to its May 
production, none of which had been sold 
up to the offer of four tank cars on June 
29, totaled 2,000 barrels. This is rough- 
ly estimated as two-thirds of production 
in the western gulf. 

The catch for the season of this com- 
pany handling two-thirds of the catch on 
the western gulf totaled 47,500 barrels of 
fish up to July 1, there being a three- 
days layoff by reason of rough seas in the 
final work of June. Of this amount 16.- 
500 barrels of fish were taken in May, 
and 31,000 barrels in June. Compared 
with previous years the prospective catch 
of the season in the western gulf will 
exceed any record in the menhaden in- 
dustry made in gulf coast waters. The 
catch of this company was 55,000 bar- 
rels in 1919, and 48,000 barrels in 1918. 
With July and August and the first half 
of September to go, it is probable, if 
the run of fish is maintained, to crowd 
two seasons into one at the gulf fisher- 
ies. This estimate is made on the known 
catches given here, and which, as stated. 
represent two-thirds of the fishing fleet 
in the weste gulf. 

Gulf fisheries measure the catch by 
the barrel unit, a barrel meaning 200 
pounds of fish. On a basis of 75ec. a 
gallon for oil and $80 a ton, for which 
the season’s run of dry scrap has been 
sold, a “barrel” of fish running 4 per 
cent. oil is estimated to be worth $3 de- 
livered on the dock at the works. This 
season in the western gulf fish have not 
run under 4 per cent. oil, a few catches 
ranging higher. In a few past seasons 
lean fish contributed to unprofitability, 
the present season being one of remark- 
able production and good condition of 
the fish in the western gulf. 





TREASURY DECISIONS 


Drawbacks Allowed on Chemicals, 
Essential Oils and Medicinals 


Drawbacks were allowed on the fol- 
lowing manufactures during the week by 
the Treasury Department :—Chemicals 
and derivatives of essential oils manu- 
factured by the Commonwealth Products 
Cerporation of New Yor with the use of 
imported natural and synthetic essential 
oils and chemicals. The drawback for- 
merly allowed the Foster Millburn Co. 
of Buffalo on kidney pills manufactured 
with the use of imported raw sugar, and 
imported juniper berry oil was further 
extended to take in formula No. 201 in 
which the same products were used. The 
drawback formerly granted to the Ver- 
ona Chemical Co. for the manutacture or 
vanillin and oil of cloves with the use 
of imported acetic acid was extended to 
take in the use of imported clove stems 
as well.

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GRAPHITE OUTPUT 
DECLINED IN 1919 


Preliminary Estimates Show De- 


crease of About 4] Per 
Cent. from 1918 


WASHINGTON, July 9, 1920. 

A heavy decline in the production of 
graphite in the United States in 1919 js 
shown by preliminary estimates just 
made public by the Geological Survey. 
The shipments of domestic graphite 





amounted to approximately 7,717 short 
tons, valued at $743,000, a decrease of 
about 41 per cent. in quantity and 51 per 


cent. in value from the figures for 1918, 

This decrease is apparently due to sevy- 
eral well-kKnow causes, according to the 
Geological Survey. After the War In- 
dustrit Board, on August 10, 1918, 
ordered the use of at least 25 per cent. 
of American graphite in crucible mix- 
tures to be sold during the year 1919, the 
purchases of domestic and Canadian 
graphite were heavy, reaching 500 tons 
or more a month during August, Septem- 
ber and October, 1918, After the 
armistice Was signed, however, on No- 
vember 11, 1918, an abrupt decline in 
shipments began, which was accelerated 
by the order of the War Trade Board of 
January 16, 1918, removing all restric- 
tion on purchases of graphite. This order 
naturally weakened the market, for cus- 
tomers were then already burdened by 
accumulated stocks. The cost of manuel 
labor in the United States increased 
enormously in 1918 and 1919, but as the 
demand for graphite was weak and as the 
market was thrown open to foreign com- 
petition the producers were unable to 
raise their prices proportionately. Al- 
though marine freight rates had been in- 
creased, the producers of crystalline gra- 
phite in Ceylon and of flake graphite in 
Madagascar, by reason of cheap native 
and unusual conditions of foreign ex- 
change, were able to market their prod- 
uct at prices that forced the smaller 
American producers to suspend produc- 
tion, so that at the close of the year 
1919 only the strongest and best organized 
companies were able to continue opera- 
tions.

PURIFICATION CHEMICALS 


U. S. Public Health Service Endeav- 
oring to Get Priority Shipment for 


Use in Water Treatment 
WASHINGTON, July 7, 1920. 
The United States Public Health Ser- 
vice has been doing its best with the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission in an ef- 
fort to obtain an order for priority in 
shipment of chemicals and materials used 
in the purification of water supplies. The 
commission, however, has declined to 
issue such an order, At the same time 
it has promised to assist in obtaining 
early movement of such shipments. in 
individual cases where the facts are laid 
before it. The last issue of the United 
States public health reports tells about 
the situation as follows :— 

“Difficulties in transportation have pre- 
vented prompt shipment of chlorine, hy- 
pochlorate, bauxite, alum, soda ash, cop- 
peras, lime, and other materials used in 
water purification. This has resulted in 
a very serious menace to life and health 


and some epidemics are reported to have 


been occasioned thereby. 

“Requests from the State health of- 
ficers of New York, Michigan, Ohio, Min- 
nesota, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island 
to the Service for its aid in facilitating 
shipment were received. Upon repre- 
sentations by the Surgeon General, the 
Secretary of the Treasury made a request 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that priority be given the shipment of 
such materials. Personal explanation 
was made by the Surgeon General to the 
officials of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and it was clearly stated that 
these materials are in an entirely dif- 
ferent category from other materials for 
which priority has been requested, be- 
cause of their direct relation to the pre- 
vention of disease and death. In spite 
of these facts the Interstate Commerce 
Commission deems it inadvisable to give 
general priority to these essentials in 
public health work, but is willing to act

The Bureau of Mines has recently pub- 
lished a booklet entitled ‘“‘Mining and 
Preparing Domestic Graphite for Crucible 
Use," by George D. Dub and Frederick G.

Talcum Powder Extinguishes Naph- 
thaline Blaze in Chatfield Mfg. 
Co. Plant 
CINCINNATI, July 7, 1920. 

Talcum powder was used to extinguish 
a blaze which started in plant No. 10 of 
the Chatfield Manufacturing Co., a coal- 
tar product concern. The fire spread rap- 
idly and ignited a large tank of naph- 
thalene. Realzing that the use of water 
was ineffective against the naphthalene, 
firemen smothered the flames with tal- 
cum powder, which they dumped upon 
the fire in 50-pound sacks. The loss is 
estimated at $18,000, covered by insur- 
ance In the yard near the burning 
plant were huge tanks of oils, containing 
300,000 gallons. By the immediate and 
successful use of the talcum powder the 
flames were confined to one plant. 








German Dyes Again Gaining Control 
of North China Market, Says 


Canadian Trade Commissioner 
OTTAWA, July 8, 1920. 


Canada’s Trade Commissioner at 
Shanghai reports the formation at 
Tientsin, China, of a company, made 
up of the compradores of former Ger- 
man firms in North China, with the 
object of importing German goods, 
especially dyes. “Germany will _ 
no difficulty in regaining its trade i 
aniline dyes in this market,’’ says the 
commissioner. “‘Chinese dyers are so 
familiar with all the old brands and 
chops, and so thoroughly understand 
the methods of their use, they will 
welcome the presence of all the old 
chops whenever they again appear on 
the market. A Japanese ship recently 
brought $9,000 worth of German ani- 
line dyes from Hamburg to this port, 
the first shipment to arrive since the 
war.”

SODA SULPHATE IN CANA 


Deposits in Saskatchewan To Be De-

It is reported that a company is being 
organized to develop sodium sulphate de- 
posits south of! Ceylon, Saskatchewan. 
These deposits were discovered last year 
and were purchased by the discoverer 
and a syndicate of Saskatchewan farm- 
ers.

ARSENIC DEPOSIT 


Reports from British Columbia Say 
Alder Island Is One Large Bed 
of Metallic Product 


CHATHAM, Ontario, July 6, 1920. 

According to  well-authenticated  re- 
ports, Alder Island, one of the smaller 
islands of the Queen Charlotte group, 
consists of one large deposit of metallic 
arsenic. Two or three claims have been 
staked covering the entire island, and 
samples taken indiscriminately give re- 
turns running from 18 per cent. to 24 per 
cent. arsenic, while the locator states it 
is possible to obtain specimens of the al- 
most pure mineral.

Commercially, it seemed improbable 
that unrestricted trade with Russia 
would prove workable, advantageous 
or safe to American interests. The 
new regulations thrown around the 
lowered embargo are sufficiently po- 
tent to make American importers hesi- 
tate. No aid or governmental assist- 
ance, not to say protection, can be of- 
fered by the State Department. All 
risks and hazard must be assumed by 
our business men, and in such ma- 
terials as santonine crystals the 
amounts of money involved are enough 
to make real exchange of goods an 
overwhelming hazard. Still, safe- 
guards may be worked out and the 
possibilities will be closely followed. 

Local developments in the drug trade 
were mostly along lines unimportant. 
Demand seemed to have’ simmered 
down to pot-boiler proportions, and the 
volume of business put through was of 
275 per cent. strength. Transporta- 
tion difficulties held the shipping situa- 
tion in a state of almost chronic irrita- 
tion. If the disease—for such it has 
become—be temporarily abated, if not 
cured, in one direction, it breaks out in 
others. Shippers bear the brunt, and 
a natural development has been the 
steady extension of express shipments. 

Increased use of express COmpanies 
has had also another significance. It 
has been pointed out that the size of 
orders coming in at present lend them- 
selves to this form of movement. 
While the expense is heavier than or- 
dinary freight, the weight of parcels is 
comparatively light; expedition = at- 
tained is reported a counter-balance to 
the increased expense. 

Buying has been along jobbing lines 
carefully calculated to cover immediate 
requirements and held within bounds 
preventing material losses from any 
steady declines. Unquestionably the 
tendency is downward at the moment 
and business has slowed up enough to 
assist the movement moderately. 

In the country crude drugs are not 
being collected as freely as could be 
wished. Labor is searce and sellers 
here do not look for the bottOm to drop 
suddenly out of the price situation, 
Weak holders have been found in many 


items, but, broadly considered, sellers 
are content to play a sit tight game, 
meet all antes, hold cards close to the 


chest and wait for fall demand to dem- 
onstrate what may be expected for 
the future. The market will not be 
overstocked with domestic crudes. 
Speculation seemed to have hidden 
its head completely. As one factor ex- 
pressed it: —‘*The former things have 
passed away; times of plenty of busi- 
hess, and more of profits, are in limbo 
and the fate of Prometheus Bound is a 
subject for crocodile tears.” Menthol 
Was in eclipse; camphor weak and de- 
clining; quinine, somnolent; and = nar- 
cotics ina torpor. With the exception 


of quinine business in any of these 
materials was almost impossible. Even 
quinine was not attractive, but basic 


conditions in this material do not indi- 
fate that it will skid along to abruptly 
lower positions, as have ecitrie acid, 
menthol and camphor. In the fall qui- 
nine is predicted to come back. 

Consultation of the index numbers 
at the beginning of Drugs and Pharma- 
eeuticals, Bontanicals and Essential 
Oils will indicate to the reader the 
ground swell of market tendeney dur- 
Ing the week. Steadily working to- 
ward lower levels, the breaks have not 
been sharp. The pressure is mostly 
from above and has not reached the 
point where market structures are 
flattened out and foundations so im- 
Paired as to require new conceptions 
4S to conditions, basic and otherwise. 
Pressure is being exerted by lack of 
buyers’ interest, some weakness in 
foreign as well as domestic crude ma- 
terial markets and the stricture on 
transportation. The result is a low- 
ered tone to business and moderate 
Price declines.

After a careful consideration of the evi-

Compressed Gases of Interest to 
Shanghai Manufacturers—Desire 


to Extend Use of Them 
WASHINGTON, July 8, 1920. 

Various manufacturing plants in 
Shanghai appear to be interested in the 
possibility of extending their use of com 
pressed gases, although the greatest im- 
pediment to its importation from the 
United States to China is reported by 
Vice Consul Clarke, at that station, to 
be the fact that it is inexpedient on ac- 
count of the distance, to rent the drums 
in which it is transported, as is done in 
America, while to buy them outright 
makes the price prohfbitive. The only 
local source of supply is a British com- 
pany which makes gas to use in the man- 
ufacture of oil drums, and sells its en- 
lire output to one firm. It is estimated, 
however, that 20.000 cubic meters of oxy 
fen other than that made by the British 
concern, are used annually in Shanghai 
for various purposes, and that more 
would be used were a plentiful supply 
available at reasonable prices

Buyers 
oa not in the market for anything 
e ner than what they need for their 
tonediate use and in most cases the 
Se etities taken for consumption at 
quan aa very small. The summer 
one js on in earnest and many of 
anteading chemical houses predict 
that there will be very little doing 
pefore fall at the earliest. Strange to 
say, however, almost all factors in 
the market believe that there will _be 
little, if any, lowering of prices during 
the summer, such as is usually in 
evidence at that period of the year. 
producers are known to be well sold 
ahead in nearly every item on the list 
and the amount of goods on spot dur- 
ing the transportation difficulties which 
pid fair to continue for the balance 
of the summer is very small. 

Heavy chemicals are easier during 
the week. Most of the items listed as 
alkali chemicals are in little request 
and many of them are being offered 
at considerable concessions on _ spot 
from the prices which prevailed a few 
weeks ago. Caustic and ash are both 
lower. Bleach is still practically off 
the market and while there are a few 
offers for export domestic drums could 
not be bought during the period. Salt 
cake and Glauber’s salt are very scarce 
and offers were practically nil during 
the week. Niter cake is in much the 
same position. 

The finer chemicals are still being 
led by arsenic. This material is very 
scarce and high prices are being asked 
on spot. Offers from abroad were re- 
ported during the period and this may 
serve to ease the situation within a 
month or so, but at present the market 
is tighter than ever. Carbon tetra- 
chloride is slightly higher and barium 
products are also very firm. In fact 
the bulk of the list is very steady in 
prices in spite of the fact that none 
of the items is in as good demand as 
all have been in the immediate past. 
High prices are predicted over the bal- 
ance of the year and there are very 
few products in which anything lower 
can be expected. 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled from 25 representative 
chemicals. They indicate the general 
situation in the market. The normal 
index number is predicated on prices 
as of January 1, 1914.

ALUM.—AIl grades remained very 


frm throughout the period. The diffi- 
culties attending the crystalization of 
the material in hot weather are hold- 
ing down the production and as a re- 
sult the market remains very tight. 
Export business is good and there is 
also some small consuming business, 
most of which is being taken care of 
by dealers. Prices of car lots of the 
various grades are as follows:—Lump 
ammonia, 44%c. per pound; lump pot- 
ash, 7%4%¢. per pound; chrome ammonia, 
lic. pef pound; chrome potash, lic. 
per pound. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—The mar- 
ket is in a very strong position. Most 
of the producers are out of it until 
fall, and while they are quoting prices 
for fall delivery buyers are not inter- 
ested in futures at present values 
The spot market is in the hands of 
dealers and sales of the iron free 
grade were put through at nearly 5c. 
per pound during the period. One fac- 
tor offered two cars rolling from Phila- 
delphia at 4%c. laid down in New York, 
delivery by July 10 guaranteed. The 
commercial grade is a bit easier than is 
the higher test material, but nothing 
better than 2l%c. per pound could be 
done during the week and the makers 
ae unable to ship prompt at any

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—There is 
‘lightly less activity and the producers 
are welcoming the lull in buying oper- 
ations. They are far behind on deliv- 
fries in most instances. Most of them 
are holding at 25¢c. per pound for the 
light, but there are still some small 
supplies available for July delivery at 
“3c. per pound, The heavy grade is 
More quiet, but here also makers are 
sold up. Spot prices are at about 
20, per pound, but producers are 
Willing to sell for forward delivery 
at 10c. per pound in some quarters.

SAL AMMONIAC.—Fair supplies of 


imported lump goods were at hand 
during the past week. The price of 


these goods remained at 24c. per pound, 
but there was some possibility of shad- 
ing this slightly on a firm offer for a 
large quantity of the material. White 
sal ammoniac was still practically off 
the market and quotations of 16@18c. 
per pound were largely nominal in the 
absence of goods. Gray material is 
available in small quantities at 13c. 
per pound. but there is little doing at 
present. The market for all grades is 
far less active than a few weeks ago. 

ANTIMONY.—Golden suitphuret is 
easier on better supplies and a lack of 
any heavy demand for the material. 
The prices quoted during the period 
fell off to 28c. per pound toward the 
close. Probably better than this could 
have been done on large business. No 
change was recorded in the needle or 
the oxide, the former being quoted at 
13c. per pound and the latter nominally 
at 14c. per pound. Oxide on spot was 
sold in round lots at 14%c. per pound 
by one reseller during the past week. 

ARGOLS.—There is very little busi- 
ness and the importers state that they 
are doing less than they expected at 
the present season of the year. The 
weakness of tartaric acid is the factor 
which is holding back the expected de- 
mand. Prices are unchanged and goods 
were available at 10%c. per pound dur- 
ing the past week. 

ARSENIC.—Fifteen tons of arsenic 
were offered early in the period at l15e. 
per pound and were as quickly sold. 
Later they were offered again by the 
purchaser and this time brought 16\4c.

In chemicals there has been some

The effects of the 
summer slump are being felt in the 
market, and while the producers’ prices 
of most of the items are very steady, 
dealers are offering concessions for im- 
mediate business. The only change 
noted in first hands was the long ex- 
pected advance in hyposulphite of soda 
which was moved forward 50c. per ewt. 
by the leading producers. 

Extracts have been taken in a small 
way by the regular consumers, but 
there has been little tendency to pur- 
chase for other than immediate use. 
The textile and tanning industries are 
both in a slump and this is making 
buying routine only with no large busi- 
ness reported. One or two of the 
materials are in some demand for ex- 
port, but on the whole the list has 
been very dull and quiet. Prices are 
unchanged all along the line, for the 
producers are in control of the bulk 
of the business and are unable to offer 
better values under present costs. Pre- 
dictions are to the effect that there will 
be little in the way of business or price 
movement before fall.

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Petroleum and Politics 


In the political scheme of things as it is typified 
in the United States, petroleum plays but an insig- 
nificant part. The platform of the Republican 
party which was adopted at the recent convention 
at Chicago makes no mention of this vital product 
at all. The platform of the Democratic party re- 
cently promulgated at San Francisco contains but a 
chary reference to petroleum, contenting itself with 
the following :— 

“The Democratic party recognizes the  inde- 
pendence of the acquisition by Americans of addi- 
tional sources of supply of petroleum and other min- 
eral. We urge such action as may secure to Ameri- 
cans the same right in the acquirement of mining 
rights in foreign countries as are enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of any other nation.” 


Now this may mean everything, and it may mean 
nothing. It is indefinite and inconclusive. It is far 
from satisfying to those who would like to see advo- 
cated“and carried out a strong program that would 
make for national security and independence a dec- 
ade or two hence. If we were to judge by the past, 
little hope could be held out that government by 
the old-line parties would overcome its mental in- 
ertia long enough to think about the national welfare. 
But we refuse to believe that the sluggishness dis- 
played by the Congress in past years toward matters 
of vital national importance can long continue with- 
out serious detriment not only to the old-line parties, 
but to the United States as a whole. 


We have urgent need in this country of a new 
trend of thought, particularly so where our nat- 
ural resources are concerned. We keep on wasting 
these assets with a smug complacency that is little 
short of startling if we stop to count the cost to us 
in the future. Other nations have not been hesitant 
to take advantage of our exaggerated self-esteem 
and to profit accordingly. We occupy somewhat the 
position of a precocious child. A pat on the back 
and a flattering word as to our “‘cleverness,”” and we 
are blinded to what we really ought to see. 

etroleum is the magic fluid that will strengthen 
the sinews of that nation which controls the greatest 
supply ten or more years from now. It is the indus- 
trial tonic that will be used to vitalize the industrial 
arteries of that nation which now takes steps to 
build for the future. That nation, unfortunately, is 
not the United States.

Petroleum question. There are those who profess 
no fears whatever as to the future. These are the 
Precocious children. Others, with a more mature 
sense of the fitness of things, are rightfully alarmed.

Cn. pendence in oil. The news that the Turkish 
ernment has granted the Turkish Petroleum Co., 
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a British company, rights to the oil in the provinces 
of Mosul and Bagdad, in return for a large sum 
and royalty, is the latest straw that indicates the 
road on which England is traveling to petroleum 
supremacy. This latest arrangement comes as an 
aftermath to the treaty indorsed by France in 1916, 
whereby the Clemenceau Government abandoned 
Turkestan and Mosul to Britain, to the chagrin of 
the French people, who had looked upon the oil 
fields of these provinces as affording a solutiea of 
their liquid fuel ‘problems. 

In the school of international diplomacy and in- 
trigue the United States is still in the kindergarten 
class. If we pull chestnuts out of the fire, let us at 
least have the pleasure of eating them ourselves. We 
have need of policies, not politics. The British Gov- 
ernment assists its industries wherever they choose 
to venture, financially and otherwise. In considera- 
tion of its interests acquired during the war the 
British Government, for example, has nominated two 
directors in the Turkish Petroleum Co. It has al- 
ready interest in many other English oil companies. 
We hinder instead of aid American enterprise. 

In time to come, if our attitude toward the con- 
servation and expansion of our petroleum supplies 
does not undergo a metamorphosis, it will be found 
that England controls the greatest part of the virgin 
oil resources of the world. Mere verbiage never yet 
accomplished anything worth while. To paraphrase 
a popular saying, “Actions speak louder than 
planks.”’ Let us have action.

Field Reports and May Production 


While the field reports from the several fields of 
the United States, Canada and Mexico indicate 
that producers are continuing to put forth their best 
endeavors to obtain ever increasing production, 
there has been nothing which might be termed un- 
usual to note in the current budget of reports from 
the producing areas. Production has generally held 
up to the averages of the previous week and the 
same is relatively true of the number of comple- 
tions, with here and there the usual exceptions to 
the general condition. The usual question of future 
prices for crude oil has been heard with some fre- 
quency lately and in some directions it has been 
forecast that there will be further advances in the 
not distant future. 

Meanwhile, attention has been directed to the 
monthly report of the Geological Survey showing 
production, stocks on hand and other data for the 
month of May as compared with previous months 
and a year ago. The monthly production for May 
is placed at 36,859,000 barrels, representing a 
daily average output of 1,189,000 barrels. These 
figures compare with a revised total production for 


April of 36,201,000 barrels, or an average of 


1,206,700 barrels daily. From these figures it can . 


be seen that whereas there was a gain in the month’s 
total for May as against that for April, there was 
a decline in the daily average output in May when 
compared with the daily average for April. 

The figures of production for all the fields from 
January to May show a total output of 76,713,000 
barrels, representing a daily average output within 
the period of 1,162,586 barrels. These compare 
with a total of 146,711,000 barrels produced in 
the same period of last year, when a daily average 
production of only 971,596 barrels was obtained. 
No explanation is given in the statement as to how 
it happened that more oil was obtained in a given 
period last year at a smaller daily average output 
than was obtained this year in the same given period 
when there was a greater daily average production. 
It is presumed, however, that this was due to there 
being a greater number of days’ work put in last 
year in the January to May period than was the 
case this year, weather during the spring months 
this year having been decidedly poor for long periods 
in practically all of the producing regions. 

Another feature of interest during the week was 
the statement that several large independent pro- 
ducers on the Coast had advanced their quotations 
for fuel oil. At the same time there came an an- 


nouncement that there had been an advance of Ic. 
per gallon in New York in the price of naphtha for 
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export, which follows the recent advance in the ex- 
port price of gasoline at this point.

Eastern 

Continuous rains over the producing areas of the 
high-grade fields east of the Mississippi River during 
the week covered in the current report brought about 
a cessation of so much work that there was a sharp 
decrease in the number of completed wells. There 
has been a slight betterment so far as the casing 
situation was concerned, and supplies of these mate- 
rials are more easily obtained, though they are yet 
far from being freely available. Meanwhile, there 
continues to be the most active kind of work going 
on in all of the fields so far as leasing is concerned. 
This is especially true of Kentucky and Tennessee. 
In the first named there has been and continues to 
be a rush of drilling activity. This is substantially 
shown in the June field statistics, which give Ken- 
tucky a total of 877 rigs standing or drilling, as 
against 399 for West Virginia, the next nearest in 
number in the Eastern group. 





California 


Probably the most important feature of the week- 
ly report from the California fields is the announce- 
ment that two of the large independent producers 
had advanced the price of their fuel oil at California 
points. The increase, it was stated, was made with- 
out any reference to the price quoted by the leading 
producer, and follows a recent advance made by 
the British interests in this field. It was further 
stated that the six months’ period for which the 
purchasing agency in the field had accepted crude 
from members at the basic price of the leading pro- 
ducer has expired, and a decision will soon be 
reached as to the quotations to be established for the 
next six months. No time contracts are now being 
accepted, the producers selling only from day to 
day. Aside from the question of prices, the field re- 
port contained little of exceptional importance be- 
yond a statement that the usual amount of field 
work is being carried out. It has recently been 
noted, it was stated, that the Brea Canyon develop- 
ment is fast assuming a position of the utmost im- 
portance and bids fair to become the best since the 
opening of the Richfield and Fullerton districts. 





East Texas 


Wildcat activity in East Central Texas appears 
to be on the increase, according to our latest report 
from that region, and it is shown therein that the 
wildcatters are giving considerable attention to the 
possibilities of striking a substantial oil pool in Pan- 
ola county. In that county there has been an exten- 
sion made to the producing area of such proportions 
that the proven territory is rapidly approaching the 
original field of South Bethany on the southeast. 
There are about 25 wells drilled or drilling in the 
county and it is pointed out that these figures. mean 
a development such as has never before been car- 
ried out in the East Texas regions. Oil is being 
pumped from many wells and excitement is running 
high consequently. Gas also has been obtained; in 
fact, the county has already achieved the distinction 
of being one of the biggest gas fields of the United 
States. 





Gulf Coast 

There were no important completions noted in 
the Gulf Coast fields during the week, nor were 
there any extensions to the proven districts. The 
numerous wildcat tests failed to turn up anything of 
a sensational character, either. The net result of 
the week was, therefore, a rather routine showing, 
with the single exception that Goose Creek obtained 
a well flowing 1,000 barrels daily. It is felt that 
both the Goose Creek and the Humble districts of 
the coastal field group are showing signs of coming 
back strong, and operators are doing their best to 
make good on that feeling. They are ende>voring 
to do so by means of working over or deeper:ng old 
wells, and to date their efforts have met with cheer- 
ing success. There were three new wells o!tained 
in West Columbia, but they were not of a startling 
nature, the largest being a 500-barrel producer. 
The newer districts of Hull and West Columbia 
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failed to show anything of importance within the 


period. 





Kansas 


The attention of the oil fraternity in Kansas was 


held closely during the week by three 


wells which were obtained in different parts of

The Standard Oil Co. of California is- 
sued a statement this week regarding the 
oil and gasoline situation which is taken 
here as a public note to Attorney Gen- 
eral A. Mitchell Palmer, who arrived 
here for the national convention shortly 
after he had instructed the United States 
Attorney for this district and the De- 
partment of Justice to find out why there 
is a shortage.

CONFERENCE. ON 
OIL SITUATION 


Secretary Alexander Urges Na- 
tional Gathering to Discuss 
Problem of Supply 


WASHIINGTON, July 8, 1920. 

Secretary of Commerce Alexander, who 
is prominently mentioned for appoint- 
ment to one of the places on the new 
Shipping Board under the merchant ma- 
rine law, in an interview with the Re- 
porter representative this week enlarged 
somewhat upon his recent suggestion to 
Senator Phelan of California that a con- 
ference of oil producers «and _ refiners be 
called to consider the problem of supply- 
ing an increasing demand with a sup- 
ply not increasing so rapidly and with- 
out abolishing the export trade 

“Such a conference should be national 
in scope,” said Judge Alexander, ‘It 
would not do a great deal of good to 
have producers and refiners in Califor- 
nia alone confer because the California 
situation is affected more or less by the 
situation throughout the whole United 
States and to some extent by the world 
situation. 

“The national conference of oil men 
suggested by me might be called by an 
official of the government and held under 
the auspices of the government and with 
its sanction, but I think it should be an 
entirely voluntary affair in which the oil 
interests would co-operate and consult to- 
gether with a view to meeting mutua 
problems.” 

Secretary Alexander said he had no 
heard from Senator Phelan as to_ his 
proposition, but expected to hear from 
the Senator before long.

The Best Places to Drill 


The best place to prospect for oil in a 
region where it is known to exist is a place 
where the beds of rock show ‘‘anticlinal struc- 
ture’ that is. where the beds are bowed up- 
ward into an arch or, as it is called by 
geologists, an ‘‘anticline.”’ An anticline may 
perhaps be detected by the uAtrained man, but 
he is very likely to confuse the structure of 
the beds with the form of the surface of the 
ground and so to be misled In some parts of 
the United States even a curefully trained 
geologist of large expehience may be unable to 
locate anticlines without doing painstaking 
work with surveying instruments In many 
regions the folds that form arches or domes 
in oil-bearing formations cannot be discovered 
in advance of drilling. 


Depth of Wells 


The depth at which oil may be found is 
apparently limited only by the depth to which 
men can sink a hole. In sume fields produc- 
tive vil wells are only 100 feet deep. In others 
most of the wells are more than 3,000 feet 
deep, and some go down more than 4,000 feet. 
Perhaps petroleum may be obtained from 
depths of 5,000 feet or more but the cost of 
drilling to such a depth is not now justified 
by the probable returns on the investment, 


Yield of Wells 


Most of the wells drilled within the limits 
of an oil pool yield enough oil to make them 
paying investments, The quantity of oil a well 
will vield depends upon the total quantity in 
the oil-bearing bed, the size and spacing of 
the oil-filled openings in the bed, the character 
of the oil, the depth and size of the well, and 
many other factors, not all of which can be 
determined in ;

Oil Service Co. Begins Action Against

The twent 1; century has often been spoken 
of as the age of petroleum, and from many 
ewpoints it can be justly considered so. Cer- 
tainly the petroleum industry is one of enor- 
mous importance to this country, industrially, 
fnancially and economically. The United 
states, however, at present producing over 60 
ner cent. of the world's total output of petro- 
eum, is not producing petroleum at a suffi- 
cient rate to provide for its own domestic 
onsumption For several years this country 


nag been importing increasing quantities of 
rude and partly refined oils from Mexico, and 
has been drawing heavily on domestic stocks of 
yetroleum. Production in the United States is 
ncreasing, but it is not increasing at the same 
wwerage rate as domestic consumption, nor is 
it probable that in the future domestic produc- 
tion will increase sufficiently to satisfy the de- 
s of domestic consumption, but, on the 
ary, in the opinion of those best qualified 
to know, the peak in the curve of domestic 
production of crude petroleum will be reached 








in a comparatively few years, whereas the 
onsumption of petroleum and its products 
will increase at a continually growing rate. 


This country, then, must turn, and as the in- 
sing imports from Mexico indicate, is turn 
ing to other sources than the crude petroleum 
produced in this country to make up the de- 
ficit between domestic production and domestic 
consumption of petroleum and its products. 
The chief products of petroleum are motor 
fuels, kerosene, fuel oils and lubricating oils. 
Of these the increasing demand for motor fuels 
or gasoline is perhaps the greatest, and that 
of fuel oils probably next greatest. The ever 
growing use of the internal combustion motor, 
especially in automobiles and trucks, accounts 
for the first, and the increasing use of fuel 
“il, chiefly for steam-raising purposes, accounts 
largely for the second. Lubricating oils are, 
)f course, of prime importance, as machinery 
must be lubricated if it is to operate. 





Supplies from Mexico 


To help make up the deficit in our supply of 
petroleum we can expect to draw on the enor- 
mous potential supplies of Mexico at an in- 
vreasing rate, and by the use of new and im- 
vroved processes of manufacture a_ greater 
yercentage of the petroleum’ products’ for 
vhich there is the greatest demand will un- 
loubtedly be obtained from petroleum. The 
more efficient utilization of these products, as 
fur example, through the development and use 
f the Diesel engine and the gradual change 
in the design of our present internal combus- 
tion motors, enabling them to use lower grade 
fuels, will perhaps tend to relieve the grow- 
ng shortage. Hydroelectric power or elec-

There are 
1lso important possibilities in the commercial 
production of alcohol as a motor fuel. In fact, 
blends of alcohol, benzol and petroleum dis- 
tillates are being marketed in the East at the 
present time as motor fuels and are giving 
satisfaction in use.

shale, must be disposed of as valueless. The 
United States now produces over 1,000,000 
barrels of crude petroleum per day. 


Our immense oil shale deposits practically 
assure us that, come what may, this country 
will still have its own sources of petroleum 
products. We should never have to be wholly 
dependent on foreign countries in this respect. 
From another standpoint the shales are also of 


great economic importance. The oil shales, 
especially of the Rocky Mountain country, 
occur in sparsely settled regions. Their de- 


velopment on a large scale means the bringing 
into these regions of a great number of miners 
and other laborers, often with their families, 
who will earn their living in the shale fields 
und spend their money in the same locality. 
Millions of dollars must be spent in erecting 
piants, developing mines and the like, much 
ot which will be spent in the States where the 
vil shales occur. The shale oil refineries will

It should again be emphasized, however, 
that development of an oil shale industry to a 
seale sufficient to be of so much economic 
importance will require much study, time and 
money. The oil shale industry is no business 
for the man of little experience and small capi- 
tal. It may be compared with the develop 
ment of the low-grade copper ores of the West, 
in that it is a large, low-grade, chemical 
manufacturing enterprise, requiring capital, 
time and trained men. The investor in oil 
shale operations should know that he will 
probabiy have to wait for a long time for a 
return on his investment and that returns in 
all probability will be conservative. In 
of this, the day of the oil shale industry is 
coming.

Gasoline Sales Tax Collection Method 
Undetermined in Kentucky—Oil 
Men and Officials Confer 


LOUISVILLE, July 6, 1920. 

The method of collecting the cent per 
gallon gasoline tax which became effec- 
tive in this State recently has been the 
subject of much discussion, Retailers 
are now collecting the tax, and due to 
unavoidable confusion incurred by this 
method, it is proposed to have whole- 
salers collect it. Arrangements are be- 
ing made for a meeting of oil men and 
State officials to discuss the situation.

NO BRITISH REPLY YET RECEIVED 
TO AMERICAN PROTEST ON OIL POLICY 





British Press More Conciliatory, 


However—Mesopotamian Situa- 


tion Discussed—Americans Have Concessions 


WASHINGTON, July 7, 1920. 

No reply has been received to the 
American note to the British Govern- 
ment with regard to the matter of equit- 
able treatment being given American in- 
terests in oil exploration, concession and 
development rights in Mesopotamia and 
Palestine. However. the tone of the 
British press has become conciliatory, it 
is noticed at the State Department. where 


clippings from many newspapers are re- 
ceived. The British press, there is rea- 
son for believing, generally reflects the 


views of the British Government. 

There are other signs of a conciliatory 
British attitude on the oil situation gen- 
erally. They include recent articles and 
speeches by British officials and authori- 
ties. One of these was an article by 
Lord Cadman, along conciliatory lines. 
Another was a speech by Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British Ambassador to the 
United States. The latter, however, paid 
more attention to the question of produc- 
tion, it is pointed out, than to the mat- 
ter of future supplies or oil reserves. 


Geddes dwelt upon the alleged fact 
that America controlled the large ma- 
jority of oil production, which might be 
admitted, it is pointed out, without de- 
tracting one iota from the propaganda 
carried on by Dr. Van H. Manning, for- 
mer Secretary of Interior Lane and oth- 
ers against British control of oil reserves 
or resources in the ground. Cadman has 
been in charge of the extension of Brit- 
ish oil interests, it is said. He has act- 
ed as adviser to Lloyd-George, the Brit- 
ish premier, on oil matters at meetings 
of the Allied Council. In the article 
above referred to, Cadman says that cer- 
tain restrictions in the British Empire 
were the outgrowth of the war and are 
hanging over from it.

Getting back to Mesopotamia, all sorts 
of interesting possibilities are presented 


as to the working out of the problem 
there of oil fields. explorations, conces- 
sions, development, rights, etc. One of 
these is that there may not be any more 
concessions or rights to be granted, 
either to Americans, British or anybody 
else. This situation, it is suggested, 


might arise out of the fact that the old 
Turkish Petroleum Co. along about 1913 
or 1914 obtained large oil concessions 
in Mesopotamia. These concessions were 
by the old Turkish Government to in- 
terests said to be more or less related 


to the Bagdad railway. German inter- 
ests were said to be predominant, al- 
though British interests were concerned 


also, it is. said. 


Since then the war has been fought and 


won, the Germans and the Turks have 
been defeated, the Turkish Government 
has been overthrown, and Britain has 


been made mandatory for the league of 
nations over Mesopotamia and Palestine. 
One question is whether the concession 
to the Turkish Petroleum Co. will be held 
good. If so, it is said to be so extensive 
that there may be no more petroleum 
chances worth while in Mesopotamia. The 
German interests in the Turkish Petro- 
leum Co. have presumably been seized 
by the Allies. They may be sold. 


If the Turkish Petroleum Co. conces- 
sion is still held valid it may be sold to 
American interests. This interesting sug- 
gestion is made in all seriousness in re- 
sponsible quarters here. If so and if the 
concession is honored by the British man- 
datory government American and not 
British interests would, it is believed, be 
supreme in Mesopotamia. It is under- 
stood that the status of the Turkish Pe- 
troleum Co. concession and certain other 
phases of the situation are being looked 
into by or in behalf of American inter- 
ests now in Constantinople. 


The Allies are in control there, notably 
the British. It might be decided that the 
concession coming from a defunct govern- 
ment shall not stand. If so the British 
as mandatories could have a new deal in 
Mesopotamia and grant concessions to 
themselves or anybody else they chose, 
which might or might not include Amer- 
cans, it is said. 

The British view in regard to the Near 
East and its oil has been that Great 
Britain was merely occupying Mesopo- 
tamia and Palestine as a result of mli- 
tary conquest, and that nothing could or 
would be done in regard to opening up 
those countries to oil exploration, survey, 
concession or development, whether to 
British, Americans or other nationals, un- 
til after the Turkish peace treaty was 
signed. At the same time reports have 
reached here that British oil experts, as 
officers of the army of occupation, have 
been busy about oil matters in the British 
mandatory zone 


So far as now recaued, the British 
have not promised to give equality of 
treatment to Americans in respect to oil 
rights, etc., even after the Turkish treaty 
is signed, but the conciliatory disposi- 
tion noted above, if indications are to be 
beleved, appear to point in that direction. 

It is reported that American interests 
have obtained valuable oil concessions in 
Africa and that steps have been taken to 
confirm them and prepare for work. 
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SHALE BEDS IN 
SOMERSET FIELD 


Geologist Reports 32 Square 
Miles in Deposit South of 
San Antonio, Tex. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, July 7, 1920. 


According to Captain Jay Turley, 
geologist, who has just finished making 


an investigation of the shale deposits of 
this region, there are 32 square miles 
of shale in the Sbmerset oil field, situ- 
ated just south of San Antonio. He says 
that figuring each ton of shale to produce 
one barrel of oil, the daily output from 
the field would be 200,000 barrels of oil 
a day for 500 years. A refinery handling 
this quantity of shale oil would produce 


95 


25 per cent., or 50,000 barrels a day of 


high grade gasoline and 120,000 barrels 
of lubricating oil, besides other by-prod- 
ucts, Which includes kerosene, paraffine 
wax, asphaltic residue and then allowing 
3 per cent. for loss in treating of the 
total amount of production. Plants now 
in operation in different parts of the 


United States will bear out these figures, 
says Captain Turley. 

“The development 
in Southwest Texas 


of shale resources 
is a part of the oil 


industry which has not been entered into 
as yet and may not be for a long time,” 
Captain Turley declared, “but it is one 


of the possibilities which will undoubtedly 
be resorted to on account of the over- 
consumption of oil and is also one of the 
most valuable resources of Southwest 
Texas.”’ 

His figures are based only on the ter- 
ritory embraced in the Somerset field, 
which has been proven to contain this 
shale. or what is called the Taylor marl. 
He declares that an area of 50 square 
miles has been proven to contain this 
shale. In reducing his figures to acres 
there are 32,000 square acres and with 
the shale running 400 feet in thickness, 
as has been borne out by tests all over 
the field, his estimation makes 12,800,000 
acre feet of shale in Somerset field alone. 
He then reduces this figure to the num- 
ber of tons to the acre, which amounts 
to 38,400,000 tons over all of the field. 
Basing the remainder of his figures on 
this grand total is what determines the 
actual production of the field at an aver- 
age of one barrel to the ton of shale, 
which is said to be a conservative esti- 
mate of its prodyction. . 

In handling this shale for oil produc- 
tion it would be necessary to mine much 
of it, but that would be practical, he 
says. The depth of it ranges all the way 
from surface outcropping to 1,100 feet, 
which is about the average depth for pro- 
duction in the Somerset wells. These 
wells produce an average of 10 barrels 
of oil a day. This is believed due to the 
fact that the oil bearing shale is so far 
from the surface that it becomes richer 
in mixture and throws off the oil. 


NATURAL GAS 
RULES PLANNED 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 7, 1920. 


Representatives of the Public Service 
Commissions of West Virginia, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and New York 
will meet within the next few weeks to 
endeavor to formulate uniform rules and 
regulations regarding the production, 
transportation and utilization of natural 
gas which will be enforced in all five 
States. 

This was decided upon Saturday at a 
conference on natural gas conservation 
held in the offices of the United States 
Bureau of Mines at Pittsburgh by mem- 
bers of the Public Service Commissions 
named, together with representatives of 
civie, commercial and industrial organi- 
zations of the five States. John S. Ril- 
ing, of the Public Service Commission of 
Pennsylvania, was authorized to call the 
meeting and select the place it shall be 
held. 

The meeting in Pittsburgh Saturday 
was characterized by public officials and 
gas men as the most important and 
largely attended conference for the pur- 
pose of aiding in conservation of the 
waning natural gas supply ever held. 
Women’s clubs and various other organ- 
izations in natural gas consuming States 
and communities had representatives at 
the meeting and discussed also many 
other problems facing natural gas con- 
sumers. Representatives of the women’s 
organizations said the housewives will 
not object to paying higher prices for 
the natural fuel if it is a case of charg- 
ing higher prices in order to check the 
waste. 

Unless gas can be obtained from other 
districts, mainly West Virginia, Pitts- 
burgh will be faced with a serious gas 
shortage, J. B. Tonkin president and 
general manager of the People’s Gas Co. 
of Pittsburgh testified at the hearing 
Saturday in Pittsburgh in the suit be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio to test the va- 
lidity of the Steptoe gas law passed by 
the West Virginia Legislature to pre- 
vent the transportation of natural gas 
from this State. Much importance was 
attached in testimony, which is being 
taken by Levi Cooke, a Washington at- 
torney who is acting as master in the 
case upon appointment of the Supreme 
Court, to the rapidly failing production 
of natural gas in the McKeesport gas 
field, which. it was said, has decreased 
from 64,000,000 cubic feet a day to 
5 000,000 feet a day, the production at 
the present time. 

Nearly 60 per cent. of the natural gas 
used by the Peoples’ Gas Co. comes from 
West Virginia. Mr. Tonkin stated. This 
would be entirely cut off if the Steptoe 
act went into effect. The company has 
84,063 consumers, all in the city of Pitts- 
burgh. 

A campaign to educate consumers to 
the use of other means of heating, pre- 
ferably by bituminous coal, was outlined 
by Mr. Tonkin. This merely is suggest- 
ed by the company, consumers not be- 
ine forced to cease the use of gas, he 
added.

MEXICAN OIL TAX SCHEDULE ISSUED 
FOR MAY-JUNE PAYMENTS INCREASED 





New Government’s Regulation Practically Same as Carranza 
Rate—Represents Considerable Increase Over Old Pay- 
ments—Negotiations Being Conducted by Oil Men 


WASHINGTON, July 7, 1920. 

Shortly after the ousting of the Car- 
ranza regime in Mexico, it is learned, 
Mexican attorneys of American oil com- 
panies having interests in that country 
sought to obtain from the revolutionary 
authorities :—-First, repeal of all Car- 
ranza decrees relating to petroleum and 
oil deposits and, second, repeal of con- 
cessions granted by the Carranza gov- 
ernment under the decree nationalizing 


oil deposits in the so-called federal zones, 
including strips along the _ seacoasts, 
rivers, streams and swamps. 

This attempt did not succeed, as it was 
hoped, but hardly expected, it would by 
men in this country connected, with the 
oil companies, who did not participate in 
the effort. The question of the applica- 
tion of Mexican taxes to oil is under dis- 
cussion in Mexico City between officials 
and Mexican attorneys of American oil 
companies, it is understood. The com- 
panies paid taxes for May a few days 
in advance of the time granted them by 
law to make such payments, as an ac- 
commodation to the new government and 


on the understanding, it is stated, that 
the January-February schedyle of taxes 
would be applied for March-April ship- 


ments. 

The De la Huerta government has just 
issued a schedule of taxes applicable on 
shipments of oil during. May and June. 
This schedule is practically the Carranza- 
Cabrera schedule that was promulgated 
during the last days of the Carranza 
regime. This schedule represents consid- 
erable increases over the schedule of 
taxes heretofore paid by the oil com- 
panies, the proposed new taxes being 10 
per cent. on fuel and crude oil and 6 per 
eent. on gasoline and kerosene, based on 
the following valuations :— 


Valuation Schedule 


Fuel oil of 91 degrees, 23 pesos per 
metric ton; crude of $1 degrees, 30 pesos 
per ton; crude over 95 degrees, fuel of 
over 97 degree and gas oil of 97 degrees, 
18 pesos per ton; refined gasoline, 16 
centavos per litre; crude gasoline 1514 
centavos per litre; kerosene, 945 centavos 
per litre. 

Negotiations are being conducted be- 
tween Mexican attorneys of the oil com- 
panies and the government with a view 
to arriving at a more equitable basis of 
taxation, since the above rates are in 
many cases said to be much in excess of 
what the companies receive for their oil 
in the United States. 

The point is made very insistently in 
certain quarters that as the Mexican tax 





is an export tax, it shoyld be based on 
the price or value of oil in Tampico, in- 
stead of in Texas or anywhere else in 
the United States. If Texas values are 
used as the basis, why not Archangel or 
some very distant foreign port, where 
prices are much higher than in America, 
owing to the heavy freight charges. it 
is said that Great Britain gets certain 


advantages out of the present situation 
because the prices of oil in that country, 
including transoceanie freight rates, are 
reported to be much higher than in 
America, yet the Mexican export tax is 
levied on the same basis on British oils 
as it is on American oils, Whereas Ameri- 
can oil prices or values are much lower. 
The Carranza-Cabrera tax schedule, 
which it has now been proposed to revive, 
it is estimated, would work out at about 
18 cents per barrel, United States cur- 
rency, on fuel oil. The American oil com- 
panies, it is understood, have been in- 
vited to show that if this is not, what 
would be, the real value to use as a basis 
for levying the Mexican export tax. 
Whereas under the Carranza regime 
American oil interests claimed that they 
could not even get a fair hearing, it is 
now reported that a spirit of cordiality 
pervades the conferences and negotiations 
at Mexico City between the companies’ 
representatives and officials. 


Carranza Constitution 


So far, it is stated, there have been 
no negotiations over the question of the 
non-retroactive features of the petroleum 
provisions of the Carranza constitution. 
While the new government has let it be 
known that it does not consider the pro- 
visions retroactive, it is recalled that Car- 
ranza authorities insisted that such was 
their policy also. In actual application of 
the policy, however, it is said, non-retro- 


activity was held to be true only as to 
producing wells. Whether the new ad- 
ministration at Mexico City takes a 


broader view of this question remains to 
be seen. The contention of the oil com- 
panies has been that when they bought 
oil lands or rights to produce oil on lands 
in Mexico, those rights are just as much 
vested rights as ownership of a produc- 
ing well and that the petroleum national- 
izing provisions of the constitution should 
be non-retroactive as to all vested rights 
and not as to producing wells alone. 
According to information received from 
Mexico, an English commission of geolo- 
gists headed by Allen Buel, Jr., has just 
completed a survey of the district be-

Government Geologist Makes Public Comprehensive Estimate of 
Field Resources—Covers Researches Made Con- 
tinuously Since 1913 








CHATHAM, Ont., July 7, 1920. 

PD. Bb. Dowling of the Geological Survey of Canada who has been actively en- 
gaged since 1913 in Canadian oil research for the Dominion Government has _ re- 
cently made public a comprehensive estimate of Canadian oil possibilities. 

“The mobility of the liquid fuel,”” he says, “introduces into the question of a 


of oil resources many problems quite foreign to the study of the coal meas- 
ures. Certain formations indicate the probable presence of either of these re- 
sources, and generally the formations carrying oil precede in time of formation 
those carrying coal. The influence of earth movements and the introduction of 
compressive strains generally harden and consolidate the coal, but have the effect 
on the semi-fluid matter of increasing its fluidity and so hastening its segregation 
into pools, or even of facilitating the draining of the porous beds through natural 
outlets. The survey of these resources must, in addition to the superficial mapping 
of the areas, also include studies of the physical condition of the beds presumed to 
te oil-bearing. As already suggested excessive fracturing and disturbance indicate 
a possible waste, whereas gently flexed beds may provide many structures favor- 
‘ for the retention and collection of oil. 

“The study of our probable fields must consequently include the outlining of the 
(posits, in which the oil has been found in other parts of the continent, a careful 
study of the general structure with the view of eventually eliminating those por- 
tions from which the reserves may be deemed to have been drained, and selecting

The reappearance ot tne Palaeozoic rocks to 
the west of the basin is generally in the form 
of fault blocks overthrust on the newer sedi- 
ments, and the actual western rim is deeply 
buried There may be places where these 
rocks could be reached outside of the frac 
tured zone of the mountains, but a great 
thickness of Carboniferous and early Mesozoic 
deposits here over the Devonian, and expe- 
rience in the American field points to the 
greater value of the Cretaceous beds which 
overlie them as oil containers. Beside the sur- 
rounding rim it may be of interest to note that 
although there are little evidence of abrupt 


changes of slope or of structure favorable to 
the occurrence of probable oil reservoirs, one 
terrace or broad anticline can be traced on 
the eastern slope of the basin from the north- 
ern point southeasterly about parallel to the 
mountains.

No exact dividing line is drawn between 
the western basin and those basins to the 
north.

GASOLINE DISTILLATION HEATERS DEALT 
WITH IN BUREAU OF MINES’ REPORT 


Petroleum Division Developes Number ot 


Types of Electrical 


Equipment—Paper by W. A. Jacobs 


WASHINGTON, July 7, 1920. 
The durability of electric heaters for 
gasoline distillation is dealt with in a 
report by W. A. Jacobs, assistant 
chemist, and FE. W. Dean, organic 
chemist, Bureau of Mines, as follows: 





The petroleum division of the Bureau of 
Mines, in its laboratory investigations, has 
had occasions to develop a number of types of 
electrical heating equipment It was found 


that electric heaters could be used to par 
ticular advantage in the standard distillation 
test for gasoline (Dean, FE, W., Motor Giaso 
line, Properties, Laboratory Methods of Test 
ing and Practical Specifications, Bureau of 
Mines Technical Paper 214, 1919, 33 pages.) 
In order to assist in rendering this type of 
heater available for general use, a description 
of the apparatus developed by the bureau was 
publishes (Dean, kK, W., A convenient elec- 
tric he r for use in the analytical distill: 
tion of gasoline, Jour. Ind. and Eng. Chem., 
Vol 10, 1918S, page S23.) Shortly after th 
articles was printed «a chemical supply house 
undertook the manufacture of an_ electric 
heater suitable for gasolin distillation A 
preliminary model was examined and _ tested 
by the bureau and modifications were sug- 
wested that were incorporated in the type of 
heater that was finally marketed 

The electric heater developed by the bureau 
has an inverted conical resistance element sur 
rounded by a layer of heat-insulating material 
ind mounted in a metal case having a top of 
hard asbestos (transite) board. The resistance 
element is a helix of nickel-chromium alloy 
wire held by a molded core of alundum. The 
bureau heaters are generally of about 330 
Watts capacity and are used with stock types 
of regulating rheostats capable of reducing 
the effective wattage to about 1-3 the full-load 
maximum. 

The commercial heater has a helix of nickel- 
chromium alloy wire resting in a spiral groove 
cut in a depression in a block of heat-insulat- 
ing composition. The coils of wire held in 
place by a special cross of sheet mica The 
combination of resistance element and -heat 
insulating layer is mounted in a tal case 
which also incloses a regulating rhe ostat. The 
full-load capacity of this heater is about 260 
watts 

















Comparison of Two-Heater Types 

Both types of heaters have been used in the 
bureau laboratories, and are capable of doing 
about the same work The lower apparent 
capacity of the commercial heater is com- 
pensated for by its greater thermal efficiency, 
which is due to the detail of construction in- 
volving coils held lightly by grooves in a 
block of heat insulating material. The com- 
mercial heater was somewhat more satisfac- 
tory to use, because of its more rapid response 
to changes in current, as controlled by the 
rheostat, and because of the convenient loca- 
tion of the latter. 

The bureau has received a number of in- 
quiries regarding the merits of the com- 
mercial device. Replies have been to the 
effect that it is superior to the Bureau's own 
design as regards current consumption and 
convenience, but that its durability had not 
been tested, as had that of the bureau heater. 

More recently, tests have been made to de- 
termine the life of the two types of heaters, 
each operated at full-load capacity. The re- 
sults were briefly as follows:—

These results indicate that under conditions 
of the test, the two heaters were practically 
equal in durability. The commercial heater 
failed evidently from deterioration of the in- 
sulating block, whereas the Bureau of Mines 
heater failed from destruction of the resist- 
ance wire at one spot, where overheating may 
have occurred or where the wire may have 
been defective The slow deterioration of 
wire in the commercial heater, which is also 
indicated by a smaller falling off in current 
consumption, was to have been expected on 
account of the lighter load it had to carry 

In actual service, the commercial heater 
probably would have burned out in a relatively 
shorter time than under test conditions be- 
cause disintegration of the insulating block 
would have been accelerated by movement 
and jarring The bureau heater, on the other 
hand, failed through destruction of the wire. 
which would not have been accelerated by 
movement.

Summary 


A Bureau of Mines electric gasoline dis 
tillation heater and a commercial device sold 
for the same use were subjected to life tests 
at maximum current load Each failed at the 
end of approximately 500 hours, the bureau

At the end of the month there were 
600 rigs and 1,690 drilling wells in Oklahoma, compared with 660 rigs and 1,500 
drilling wells at the close of May.

June, compared with 300 wells completed and 12,000 barrels new production in 
hreceding month. One hundred and twenty-five drilling wells and 375 
wells were reported at the end of June, a small increase over the May report.

Field operations for the eek have not been featured by any important com- 
pletions nor new extensions i the proven districts nor have any of the numerous 
wildcat tests shown anything beyond the daily routine and a slight increase in 
depth from last week. Thrills were lacking. Completions for the week did not 
include any large well in the newer districts of Hull and West Columbia, the for- 
mer having no completion although several wells were testing at the close of the 
week. West Columbia h: three new wells, but the largest was of 500 barr 
Ferhaps the most interesting feature was the good showing made by the Goose 
Creek field and by the older one of Humble, the latter having seven completions 
five of them producers, ranging from 200 barrels down to 50 barrels. 

Goose Creek had a well of 1,000 barrels out in the bay, on submerged land,

Developments Among Wildcats 


There has nothing further transpired in the 
three promising prospects of Pierce Junction, 
Hockley and the Dayton district, the two 
former being in Harris county, Pierce Junction 
about ten miles southwest of Houston and 
Hockley about forty miles northwest of Hous- 
ton. Dayton is in Liberty county, The wild- 
cat attracting attention there is near Day 
Lake, on the Pruitt tand, about a mile east 
of the old shallow Dayton field It made 
several heads but is now waiting for standard 
rig

Seaburn, belonging to the same company, also 
a deep test, is drilling around 3,500 feet, and 
on the northeast side of the hill the Freeport 
Sulphur Co. is drilling No. 6 Dannebaum at 
1,675 feet, with a derrick up for No. 7. The 
Texas Co. is rigging up for No. 2 Cochran- 
McClure on the south side. On the north side 
of Oyster Creek, half a mile northeast of 
Clute, the Humble Oil & Refining Co. is drill- 
ing No. 1 Brock around 2,000 feet, having had 
a showing at 1,700 feet which it passed up.

fields have not averaged as large as earlier 
in the year, Hull being an exception to this 
rule, but West Columbia showing that the

Among the 
early group of gushers the Japthet lease, how- 
ever, proved a bonanza and most of the com- 
pany’s daily production comes from that and 
the two 5-acre tracts of the Bashara and Coon 
leases just north of it. This company has a 
daily production of from 10,000 to 14,000 bar- 
rels which it runs through its own pipelines 
to storage at its tank farm at Webster, where

On the C. D. Read ranch, fifteen miles 
east of Big Spring, the General Oil Co. is 
down below the 800-foot level. A fishing job 
at around the same depth has been com- 
pleted at the W. T. Roberts ranch, seven 
miles southwest of Big Spring. The Sand 
Hill well—another General Oil Co. test on 
Pete Johnson's ranch, five miles northeast 
of Big Spring—has drilled past the 1,000- 
foot level. 

Back in Glasscock county, the Omaha- 
Texas Oil Co., successor to the Texas Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Co., has passed the 1,700-foot 
level on the Brunson ranch. Work has 
been suspended for a few days to repair 
the boiler, in which scales formed due to 
gyp water. H. C. Becker is in charge. 

The drill early this week had gone sev- 
enty feet in the sand in the Underwriters’ 
Oil & Gas Co.'s well in Mitchell county, two 
miles northwest of the town of Westbrook. 
At a depth of 2,460 feet the oil rose 160 
feet in the well within twelve hours. 

The McDowell and the Underwriters’ wells 
are only about 50 miles apart, and oil men 
believe that a big field will be developed in 
the intervening territory. The’ Mitchell 
county test is near the T. & P. railroad, but 
the General Oil Co.’s hole is twenty miles 
or more from the nearest rail line. Several 
years ago the Santa Fe railroad contem- 
plated extending its branch line from Ster- 
ling City northward through Big Spring to 
Lamesa, to connect at the latter place 
with a line running south from Slaton. The 
closing of the 50-mile gap between San 
Angelo and Eden, Concho county, to the 
south, was also considered. These two ex- 
tensions would make a short line from the 
Panhandle to Central Texas and would open 
up a rich farming and stock raising coun- 
try. The striking of oil in Glasscock and 
Mitchell counties has served to revive talk 
of these lines. 


Nolan County 


The Nolan County Oil & Gas Co.'s well on 
Bitter Creek, in Nolan county, seven miles 
southeast of Sweetwater, is reported to be 
down 3,900 feet. Few other tests in this 
territory are operating at present, it is 
said. 

Allen & Chaffin's well on the Joe W. 
Arledge ranch in Coke county, near Sanco, 
is down around 1,300 feet and is the only 
well active in that section. 

The well of the Runnels County Oil Co. 
on the Emil Pfluger farm, 1% miles north- 
west of Rowena, in Runnels county, is be- 
ing carefully guarded, following what is 
believed was an attempt to destroy it last 
Wednesday night. The night watchman 
was aroused by a prowler and fired at a 
man who fled from the drill room. The 
next morning a six-ounce can of gunpow- 
der and several crudely made fuses were 
picked up near the derrick. The amount 
of powder was not in itself sufficient to do 
much damage, and it is believed that it 
was intended for use in setting off higher 
explosives. 

The underreaming of the casing to shut 
off water is in progress at the Rowena 
well. Gas, which at first amounted to over 
1,000,000 cubic feet per 24 hours, continues 
to flow and burns brightly when ignited.

As these beds crop out in great 
thickness and as they are faulted at many places, they should show seepages oF 
oil-impregnated sands if they contain oil. The absence of such seepages, it 18 


pointed out, is the strongest evidence against the presence of oil in Imperial Valley, 
but it is not conclusive; and in the opinion of Mr. Kew.
